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shall contain the title “Equal Rights Amendment to the United States Constitution” 
and the number of the referendum. The question shall be presented in the following 

form: 
[1] For referendum measure no. .... For ratification of the proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States relating to equal rights on account 


of sex. 
(] Against referendum measure no. .... Against ratification of the proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of the United States relating to equal rights 


on account of sex. 
BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of State shall certify the results 
of said referendum to the Forty-Fourth Legislative Assembly, upon its convening 
in 1975. 


And as so amended, be concurred in. Opposed by Bertsche, Boylan, Breeden, 
Darrow, Deschamps, Devine, Flynn, Gilfeather, Hall, Harrison, Lynch, Mathers, 
McKeon, McOmber, Northey, Romney, Rosell, Siderius, Sorensen, Vainio, Zody.

(b) He has successfully completed three (3) years of study at an accredited college 
or university and twelve (12) months’ training at a school of medical technology 
approved by the board, and is certified by a recognized professional registry of 
Medical Technology. 


(c) He holds a bachelor’s degree in one (1) of the chemical, physical, or bielogical 
sciences, and, in addition, has had at least one (1) year of experience in a clinical 
or public health laboratory acceptable to the board and is certified by a recognized 
professional registry of Medical Technology. 


(d) He has successfully completed three (3) years in an accredited college or uni- 
versity with a number of courses, acceptable to the board, in laboratory sciences, 
and has had experience and/or training in a clinical or public health laboratory 
acceptable to the board, of such length, but not less than one (1) year, and of such 
quality that this experience and/or training, when combined with the educatien, 
shall have provided the individual with education and training in medical tech- 
nology equivalent to that described in subsections (b) and (c) of this section. 


(2) A Clinical Laboratory Technician shall meet one (1) of the following require- 
ments: 


(a) He is a high school graduate and subsequent to graduation has completed 
at least one (1) year in a technician training program approved by the board. 


He is a high school graduate and subsequent to graduation has served two (2) 
years as a trainee in a clinical laboratory acceptable to the board. Approval of such 
experience is at the discretion of the board. 


(c) He is a high school graduate and subsequent to graduation has successfully 
completed an official military medical laboratory procedures course of at least fifty 
(50) weeks duration, and has held at the journeyman’s level, the military enlisted 
occupational specialty of Medical Laboratory Specialist (Laboratory Technician). 


(3) Personnel who do not meet the training and experience requirements defined 
above, but who successfully participate in proficiency or equivalency examinations 
approved by the board shall be deemed to meet these requirements. 


Section 5. Composition of the board. There is hereby created the State Board 
of Clinical Laboratory Personnel within the Department of Professional and 
Occupational Licensing. The Governor shall, with consent of the Senate, appoint 
the membership of the board, consisting of a total of five (5) persons, representing 
all geographic areas of Montana, as follows: 
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(1) One (1) pathologist licensed as a physician and surgeon in the State of Mon- 
tana. 


(2) Two (2) persons qualified under the provisions of this act as clinical laboratory 
technologists. 


(3) Two (2) persons qualified under the provisions of this act as clinical laboratory 
technicians. 


Section 6. Duties of the board. (1) The board shall meet not more than quarterly 
to officiate on provisions set forth in this act except that two special meetings may 
be called by the president of the board, or meetings may be called, as necessary, 
to comply with the provisions of Sections 9 and 11 of this act. 


(2) The president of the board shall be elected by the members of the board. 
(3) The terms of the board members shall be as follows: 


(a) Initial appointment of members shall consist of three (3) terms of three (3) 
years in duration (pathologist, technologist and technician), and two (2) terms of 
two (2) years in duration (technologist and technician). 


(b) All subsequent appointments to vacancies on the board shall be three (3) years 
in duration. 


(4) Members of the board shall not be compensated for their services but they 
shall be reimbursed for the actual expenses incurred in performance of their duties 
established under this act. 


(5) The board may not act unless a quorum is present. 


Section 7. Powers of the board. The board shall adopt rules to effectuate the 
provisions of this act, which may include, but not be limited to, the following: 


(1) Licensing personnel meeting the requirements of this act. 


(2) Prescribing minimal qualifications for personnel in microbiology, serology, 
chemistry, hematology, immunohematology, cytotechnology, toxicology, urinalysis, 
and other specialties as need arises. 


(3) Specifying laboratory procedures within the several specialties which may be 
performed by the categories of personnel under this act. 


(4) Approving acceptability of training, experience and/or education for each 
individual applicant as provided for under Section 4 of this act. 


(5) Approving, in cooperation with the Department of Education, curricula offer- 
ing education and training in Montana leading toward qualification for licensure 
under this act. 


(6) Providing for reporting by laboratory facilities to the board information 
regarding the personnel of the facility as may be required by the board in order 
to aid in the proper administration of this act. 


(a) Reports will be required annually on forms provided by the board. 


(b) Information required will be the names of all personnel, along with each 
person’s state license number, as issued by the board. 


Section 8. The rules of the board shall provide for the conducting of written, 
oral and/or practical examinations to determine the qualifications of personnel 
applying for licensure under this act, except the following shall be exempt from 
such examination: 


(1) Persons registered with or certified or accredited by a recognized professional 
registry of medical technology and/or having qualifications equal to or greater than 
those of this state. 


(2) Persons licensed in other states whose laws and rules require qualifications 
equal to or greater than those of this state.”

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
The following communication from the Governor was received and read:

Dear Mr. President and Members of the Senate: 


During the 1974 Legislative Session, one of the major topics for consideration 
will be the question of campaign reform. For this reason, I am requesting that 
the attached legislation which is entitled, “An act for a general revision of the 
laws regulating campaign finances and practices” be introduced. 


The attached legislation contains four basic suggestions for campaign reform 
which would, in my opinion, greatly improve the campaign financing process that 
currently exists within the State of Montana. Each of these basic suggestions for 
campaign reform must be discussed separately. 


First, I do not believe that an election reform bill which contains strong reporting 
provisions will solve the campaign finance dilemma unless there is a strong inde- 
pendent enforcer. Sections 23-4917 through 23-4921 of the attached legislation 
would create such a strong and independent enforcer. Under the provisions of these 
sections the commissioner of campaign finances and practices would have the 
powers of a special attorney general. As a special attorney general, he would have 
the power to directly prosecute any person who violated any provision of the pro- 
posed legislation. Furthermore, to guarantee that the commissioner of campaign 
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finances and practices would be politically independent, I am suggesting a selection 
process which permits the majority and minority floor leaders of both houses to 
select the commissioner. However, should the members of the selection committee 
be unable to agree upon the selection of a commissioner, the Montana Supreme 
Court would then appoint a fifth public member who would be entitled to cast the 
deciding vote. 


The second essential element of campaign reform that has been included in the 
attached legislation involves the need for a limit on individual contributions. I am 
firmly committed to the principle that no single individual, organization or group 
of persons should be permitted to buy an election for any candidate. Thus, Sections 
23-4913 and 23-4914 specifically limit the amount of money that can be contributed 
by any person, organization, union or group of persons. Furthermore, within these 
limitations on contributions, Sections 29-4906 through 23-4910 describe in detail 
how all contributions and expenditures should be reported. Section 23-4912 goes 
on to describe what shall be considered to be an illegal contribution under the 
provisions of this act. You will note that all anonymous and cash contributions 
are declared to be illegal contributions, as are contributions made by any corpora- 
tion, partnership or cooperative. 


The third major element of my proposal for campaign financing reform involves 
Section 23-4916, which requires a candidate for statewide office or Congress to file 
a disclosure statement listing all of his personal assets and debts. I have revised 
this particular provision of my proposal to include only statewide candidates and 
candidates for Congress because of the overwhelming opposition to such a proposal 
which arose during the discussion of this provision by the interim committee which 
studied campaign reform. I know that many candidates and public office holders 
are concerned about their right to personal privacy. However, I remain committed 
to the proposition that a candidate’s concern for his personal privacy must be bal- 
anced against the public’s right to know where a candidate’s economic interests 
lhe. In this instance, I believe that the public’s right to know must override a candi- 
date’s concern for his right to privacy. It is the only way that the public can have 
total confidence in its elected officials. 


The final element of the attached proposal for campaign reform that I want to 
discuss involves the penalty provisions described in Section 23-4925. In addition 
to civil and criminal penalties that may be imposed, Subsections 4 and 5 contain 
two provisions that I believe are especially significant. Subsection 4 permits a state 
district court judge who finds that a violation of the law affected the outcome of 
any election to void that election. Subsection 5 provides that in addition to all other 
penalties prescribed by the act a candidate that is convicted of violating any provi- 
sion of the act shall thereafter be ineligible to be a candidate for any public office 
in the State of Montana for a period of five years from the date of conviction. 
Thus, even though a violation of the campaign finance law would not be serious 
enough to constitute grounds for voiding an election under Subsection (4), a candi- 
date would nevetheless be barred from running for any other public office in the 
State of Montana for a period of five years. Subsection (5) should be especially 
effective in forcing unsuccessful candidates to file the appropriate reports as 
required by this act. 


I thank you for your careful consideration of this proposed legislation.

gross volume of sales made in Montana during the taxable year does not exceed 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000), may elect to pay a tax of one-half of one 
percent (.50%) of gross sales made in Montana during the taxable year. Such tax 
shall be in lieu of the tax otherwise imposed under this section. The gross volume 
of sales made in Montana during the taxable year shall be determined according 
to the provisions of article IV, sections 16 and 17, of the Multi-state Tax Compact.”;

“(a) A corporation engaged in a unitary business within and without Montana 
must apportion its business income as provided for under section 9 of this act. A 
business is unitary when the operation of the business within the state is dependent 
upon or contributory to the operation of the business outside the state or if the 
units of the business within and without the state are closely allied and not capable 
of separate maintenance as independent business. 


(b) A corporation not engaged in a unitary business must allocate its business 
income by means of separate accounting methods, provided its books and records 
are so kept that the income and expenses attributable to business operations within 
the state can be properly segregated from total income and expense. If the corpora- 
tion’s books and records do not permit such proper segregation, its business income 
must be apportioned according to the provisions of section 9 of this act.”

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR 
The following communication from the Governor was received and read:

Dear Mr. President and Members of the Senate: 


In May of 1973, I met with several state district court judges and county attor- 
neys to discuss the pardon and parole system that currently exists within the State 
of Montana. One of the major points discussed at that meeting was the question 
of how the so-called “habitual offender” should be treated in the Montana judicial 
system. Most of the district court judges and county attorneys who attended the 
May meeting cited many examples of the added burden imposed upon them in 
reprosecuting and retrying persons who have been convicted of felonies and who 
had been released after serving only a small portion of their sentences. Thus, I 
was requested to determine what might be done to insure that persistent felony 
offenders would serve a greater portion of their sentences, thus alleviating the need 
to reprosecute and retry these habitual felony offenders only a few months after 
they had been convicted of committing a prior felony. In response to that request, 
I am requesting that the attached legislation which is entitled, “An act to reduce 
the amount of good time allowance for habitual offenders; and amending Section 
80-1905, R.C.M. 1947” be introduced. 
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At the May meeting, the state district court judges and county attorneys were 
almost in unanimeus agreement that persistent felony offenders were returned to 
the streets too soen after their prier conviction. This legislation attempts to deal 
directly with that problem. Subsection (4) of this preposed legislation defines an 
habitual offender as “a person who has been convicted of a felony offense on more 
than two occasions.” Thus, when a person has been convicted of a third felony 
offense, he will then be subject to a reduction in the amount of good time allowance 
as specified in Subsection (4) of this proposed legislation. 


I thank you for taking the time to consider this proposed legislation.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under consideration 
Senate Bill No. 525, respectfully report as follows: That Senate Bill No. 525 be 
amended as follows: 


Amend the title, page 1, line 6, by striking the words “and punishing”; 


And further amend the title, page 1, line 7, after word “shoplifting” by adding 
the words “as theft”; 


And further amend the title, page 1, line 8, after the word “to” and before the 
word “arrest” by inserting the words “detain and”; 


And further amend the title, page 1, lines 8 and 9, after the word “offenders” 
in line 8, by striking the words “of this act”; 


And further amend the title, line 9, after word ‘‘such” and before the word 
“arrests” by inserting the words “detentions and”; 


And further amend Section 1, page 1, lines 12 through 21, after the Section “1.” 
by deleting Section 1 in its entirety and inserting in lieu thereof the following 


language: 
“Definitions - As used in this act: 


(1) “Concealment” means any act or deception done purposely or knowingly 
upon or outside the premises of a wholesale or retail store or other mercantile estab- 
lishment which will or probably will with the intent to deprive the merchant of 
all or part of the value of the merchandise. The following acts or deceptive conduct 
shall be prima facie evidence of concealment: Placing merchandise upon the 
person, or in a container, or otherwise removing such merchandise from full view 
while upon the premises; or removing, changing, or altering any price tag; or trans- 
ferring or moving any merchandise upon the premises to obtain a lower price than 
the merchandise was offered for sale by the merchant; or abandoning or disposing 
of any merchandise in such a manner that the merchant will probably be deprived 
of all or part of the value of the merchandise. 


(2) ‘Shoplifting’ means the theft of any goods offered for sale by a wholesale 
or retail store or other mercantile establishment.”; 
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And further amend after Section 1, page 1, following line 21, by adding a new 
Section 2 to read as follows: 


“Section 2. Concealment of merchandise shall not constitute proof of the 
commission of the offense of theft; such fact shall place a burden on the person 
causing the concealment or having concealed goods in his possession to remove the 
effect of such fact as a circumstance to be considered with all other evidence point- 
ing to his guilt.”; 


And further amend the present Section 2, page 1, line 22, so that it is renumbered 
as Section “3.”; 


And further amend the present Section 2, Subsection (3), page 2, lines 8 and 
9, after the word “is” in line 8 by striking the words “committing the offense of”; 


And further amend the present Section 2, page 2, line 15, by striking the words 
“by a peace officer”; 


And further amend the present Section 2, page 3, line 7, by striking the words 
“he arrests the person” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “the person is 
arrested”; 


And further amend the present Section 2, after Subsection (3), page 3, after line 
7, by adding a new Subsection (4) to read as follows: 


‘(4) Such stop and temporary detention, with or without questioning or removal 
of merchandise, and whether or not the person is subsequently arrested, when done 
by a merchant in compliance with the law, shall not constitute an arrest or search. 
A merchant stopping, detaining, or arresting a person on the belief that such person 
is shoplifting, is not liable for damages to such person unless the merchant acts 
with malice either actual or implied.”; 


And further amend the present Section 3, page 3, line 8, so that it is renumbered 
as Section “4”; 


And further amend the present Section 3, page 3, line 14, by striking the words 
“Petit larcency and shoplifting” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “Theft 
where the value of the stolen property does not exceed one hundred fifty dollars 
($150)”; 


And further amend the present Section 3, page 4, line 7, after the word “as” 
and before the word “provided” by inserting the word “otherwise”; 


And further amend the present Section 3, page 4, line 7, after the word 
“provided” by striking the words “in the next section” and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words “by law”; 


And further amend the present Section 4, page 4, line 8, so that it is renumbered 
as Section “5”; 


And further amend the present Section 4, page 4, line 9, after the word “shop- 
lifting” and before the word “in” by adding the words “as theft”; 


And further amend the present Section 4, page 4, line 9, by striking the words 
“title 94” and inserting in lieu thereof “law”; 


And further amend the present Section 4, page 4, line 10, by striking the words 
“of shoplifting” and inserting in lieu thereof the word “thereof”;

Mr. President: We, your Committee on State Administration, having had under 
consideration Senate Bill No. 240, respectfully report as follows: That Senate Bill 
No. 240 be amended as follows: 
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Amend the title, page 1, line 4, following the word “act” by omitting the word 
“establishing” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “to establish”; 


Further amend the title, page 1, line 5 following the word “system” by omitting 
the words and punctuation “; and providing for the administration and operation 
thereof”; 


And further amend by striking everything after the enacting clause and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. A sheriffs’ retirement system is established. A retirement system 
is established for Montana sheriffs which shall be known as the ’sheriffs’ retire- 
ment system.’ It will be an actuarial reserve system for the payment of death, dis- 
ability and retirement benefits to sheriffs and to the beneficiaries of the sheriffs 
to provide for themselves and their dependents in the case of disability or death, 
and upon retirement from active duty. 


Section 2. Definitions. The words and phrases used in this act shall have the 
following meanings: (1) ‘Accumulated deductions’ — the total amount deducted 
from the salary of a member either during a period of membership service or as 
transferred from the public employees’ retirement system with respect to a period 
of prior service and standing to his credit in the account together with the accrued 
interest. 


(2) ‘Beneficiary’ — a person having an insurable interest in the member’s life 
who is nominated in an acknowledged document by the member, which is filed 
with the board. 


(3) ‘Retired sheriff’ — a person receiving a retirement allowance under this act. 
(4) ‘Board’ — the sheriffs’ retirement board. 


(5) ‘Member’ — any person who has accumulated deductions in the account to 
his credit. 


(6) ‘Final salary’ — the average annual salary received by a member before 
any deductions are made, and exclusive of maintenance, allowances and expenses, 
for any three (3) years of continuous service from which contributions were 
deducted. In the event that a member has not served three (3) years, the total salary 
earned, divided by the number of years served. 


(7) ‘Actuarial equivalent’ — a benefit computed using the mortality tables and 
interest rates adopted by the board, compounded annually. 


(8) ‘Account’? — the Montana sheriffs’ retirement account administered by the 
sheriffs’ retirement board. 


(9) ‘Vested retirement’ — a retirement not for cause and before retirement age. 


(10) ‘Member’s annuity’ — payments for life derived from contributions made 
by the contributor while employed. 


(11) ‘Retirement allowance’ — the state annuity plus the member’s annuity. 


(12) ‘State annuity’ — payments for life derived from contributions made by 
county contributions into the sheriffs’ retirement account, together with any 
supplemental legislative appropriations to said account. 


(13) ‘Creditable service’ — the aggregate of all of a member's current and prior 
service. 


(14) ‘Service credits’ — the credit a member employed on a part-time basis shall 
receive which is a year of service for each fiscal year during which the member 
was employed the whole year and was engaged in his duties the full amount of 
time he was required by employment. 


(15) ‘Membership service’ — service for which an amount is deducted from the 
salary of a member and paid into the account. 


(16) ‘Prior service’ — that service for which credit was granted by the public 
employees’ retirement system of the state of Montana. 
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(17) ‘Service’ — employment as a sheriff. 


(18) ‘Sheriff? — any elected or appointed county sheriff, undersheriff or regu- 
larly appointed and acting deputy sheriff. 


Section 3. A sheriff’s retirement board is created. The board shall consist of 
five (5) persons who shall be the same persons that comprise the board of adminis- 
tration of the public employees’ retirement system. 


Section 4. Functions of the board. The board may establish such rules and regu- 
lations as it deems necessary and is charged with the proper administration, oper- 
ation and enforcement of this act. The board shall be the authority to prescribe 
the conditions under which persons may be admitted to and continue to receive 
benefits under the retirement system. It shall keep the data necessary for actuarial 
valuation purposes. It shall have biennial actuarial investigations made into the 
mortality and service experience of the members and to the beneficiaries of the 
account, and shall adopt one or more mortality tables. 


Section 5. Sheriff’s retirement account created - investment of funds transfer 
of funds. (1) A sheriffs’ retirement account is created within the public 
employees’ retirement system. All moneys received under this act shall be credited 
to this account. The state treasurer shall be the custodian of the account and will 
respond to the exclusive administrative control of the board. Whenever there is 
over twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) on deposit in the account that amount 
will be invested by the board of investments as part of the long-term investment 
fund and any of the account in an amount of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) 
or less shall be invested by the board of investments as part of the short term 
investment fund when so directed by the sheriffs’ retirement board. 


(2) The board of administration shall, upon passage of this act, ascertain the 
amount appropriated to the account hereby created and the state treasurer shall 
transfer that amount to the account. The state examiner shall audit this transfer 
of funds. 


Section 6. .Monies paid to board and credited to retirement system account - 
accumulated deductions by sheriffs for prior service - contributions investment 
earnings - any supplemental appropriations or revenues. The following money shall 
be paid to the board, who shall credit such payments to the sheriffs’ retirement 
system account: (1) all accumulated deductions paid into the public employees’ 
retirement system by any sheriff, during any period of prior service, as defined 
in this act, plus 


(2) all contributions paid into the public employees’ retirement system coinci- 
dent with such accumulated deductions by the state of Montana or any county or 
city. 


(3) all contributions by the various counties as required by this act; 
(4) all contributions by sheriffs as defined in this act; 
(5) all interest on and increase of the investments and moneys under this act; 


(6) any supplemental appropriation or revenue from a source or sources 
approved by the legislature or money received directly from the federal government 
for funding of law enforcement retirement systems. 


Section 7. Rules of membership - commencement of members’ contributions. 
Every sheriff shall be required to become a member of the retirement system estab- 
lished by this act on July 1, 1974, unless he was previously a member of the public 
employees’ retirement system, in which case, he may at his option become a 
member of the retirement system established by this act. Contributions by members 
under this act shall commence with the first payroll after July 1, 1974. All sheriffs 
who become members of the retirement system shall remain so long as actively 
employed in such capacity. 


Section 8. Members’ contributions - deduction from pay. Every member shall 
be required to contribute into the account seven percent (7%) of his monthly salary 
which shall be deducted from his salary and deposited to his credit in the account. 
The contributor’s retirement allowance shall be increased for any member who con- 
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tributes after twenty-five (25) years of service, by an annuity calculated as twice 
the actuarial equivalent of the portion of the member’s accumulated deductions 
arising from contributions after the completion of twenty-five (25) years of service. 


Section 9. Counties contributions - administrative expense paid by the state 
of Montana. The various counties of Montana shall pay monthly seven and fifty- 
five one hundredths percent (7.55%) of each sheriff’s gross salary into the retire- 
ment account created by this act. The expense of the administration of this act, 
exclusive of the payment of retirement allowances and other benefits shall be paid 
by the state of Montana. 


Section 10. Eligibility for service retirement. Any sheriff in service who has 
completed at least twenty-five (25) years of service, and who has reached the age 
of fifty-five (55) years, may retire on service retirement allowance upon written 
application to the board, not less than thirty (30) days nor more than ninety (90) 
days from desired date of retirement. The application shall state the date he desires 
to be retired. Retirement shall be compulsory for any nonelected sheriff with excep- 
tion of undersheriff at age sixty-five (65). 


Section 11. Early retirement option. If a contributor has served twenty (20) 
years of creditable service as a sheriff and has reached the age of fifty-five (55) 
years, he is granted the option and privilege of retiring and, in such case, his 
retirement allowance shall be the actuarial equivalent of his retirement allowance 
as otherwise accrued, based upon payment commencing when he would have com- 
pleted twenty-five (25) years of creditable service, had he not retired. 


Section 12. Service retirement allowance. The amount of any member’s service 
retirement allowance shall be two percent (2%) of his final salary for each year 
of creditable service up to a maximum of fifty percent (50%) of final salary. 


Section 13. Disability retirement allowance - disability determined by the board. 
In the case of the permanent total disability of the member, regardless of the 
member’s length of service, a disability retirement allowance shall be awarded 
to the member based on the actuarial equivalent of the member’s annuity and the 
state annuity standing to his credit at the time of his disability retirement; but 
if such total permanent disability is a direct result of member’s service as a sheriff 
in the line of duty then the member shall be awarded an allowance of one-half 
(4%) of his final salary. Total disability means a disability of permanent duration 
or of extended or uncertain duration. The determination shall be made by the board 
on the basis of competent medical advice. 


Section 14. Retirement allowance for member involuntarily discontinued from 
service. Should a member be involuntarily discontinued from service after having 
completed ten (10) years of total service but before reaching retirement age, he 
shall, upon filing an application be paid in one of the following ways: 


(1) The full amount of accumulated deductions standing to his credit; or 


(2) amember’s annuity of equivalent actuarial value to his accumulated deduc- 
tions standing to his credit, plus the actuarial equivalent of a state annuity having 
a value equal to the present value of a state annuity then standing to his credit. 


Section 15. Voluntary resignation - discharged for incompetence, unlawful con- 
duct - notification of the board - payment of accumulated deductions. (1) When 
a member resigns of his own volition or is discharged for cause other than incompe- 
tence, malfeasance in office or unlawful conduct before becoming entitled to the 
retirement allowance, he must: 


(a) notify the board of his termination of eligibility and withdraw accumulated 
contributions standing to his credit at the time of his termination of eligibility, 
or 


(b) notify the board of his termination of current eligibility but request that 
accumulated contributions standing to his credit be retained by the board for a 
period of time not to exceed one (1) year pending reestablishment of eligibility. 


(2) A member discharged for incompetence, malfeasance in office or unlawful 
conduct prior to becoming entitled to a retirement allowance shall notify the board 
of the termination of eligibility. The member shall be paid the accumulated con- 
tributions standing to the member’s credit at the time of termination of eligibility. 
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Section 16. Reinstatement after withdrawal of contributions - redeposit of con- 
tributions. Any member may deposit in the retirement fund, in one (1) sum or in 
not to exceed twelve (12) monthly or twenty-four (24) semimonthly payments, an 
amount equal to that which was withdrawn at the last termination of membership 
plus an amount equal to the interest which would have been credited to the aceount 
had the member not withdrawn the contributions upon termination of membership, 
subject to minimum monthly or semimonthly payments as fixed by the board. If 
a member, upon reentering the retirement system after a termination of member- 
ship, does not elect to make or does not make the redeposit, the member shall 
reenter as a new member without credit for any service except the prior service 
credited before the termination. If a member does make such redeposit, his 
membership shall be continuous and unbroken by the last termination. Regardless 
of whether such redeposit is made, the documents held by the retirement system 
as executed by said member prior to termination of membership shall be held by 
the system for the same purposes as prior to said termination, and beneficiaries 
nominated shall remain unchanged. 


Section 17. Payments in case of death after retirement. If a member dies before 
receiving in payments the amount of the accumulated deductions standing te the 
sheriff’s credit at the time of retirement, the balance shall be paid to the benefi- 
clary. 


Section 18. Payments in case of death before retirement. If a member dies 
before retirement, his beneficiary shall be entitled to elect among those of the 
following options for which the member qualifies: (1) A lump sum payment of 
the accumulated deductions standing to the member’s credit at his death; 


(2) If a member were not eligible to retire at the time of death, a retirement 
allowance commencing on the member’s death which is the actuarial equivalent 
of a retirement in the amount of two percent (2%) of the final salary for each year 
of service to a maximum of twenty-five (25) years; 


(3) If a member were eligible to retire at the time of death, a retirement allow- 
ance commencing on the member’s death in the amount of two percent (2%) of 
the final salary for each year of service to a maximum of twenty-five (25) years; 


(4) If the board shall find that the member died as a direct and proximate result 
of injuries received in the course of employment, a retirement allowance commenc- 
ing on the member’s death in the amount of fifty percent (50%) of the final salary 
less the amount which is paid to any such beneficiary under the Workemen’s 
Compensation Act of the state of Montana, during the period such compensation 
is paid or payable; provided that in no event shall a beneficiary be paid for a period 
longer than the time it would have taken the deceased member to reach the age 
of sixty-five (65) years or more than fifteen (15) years, whichever is greater. 


Section 19. Retirement allowances payable monthly. The retirement allowances 
granted under the provisions of this act shall be paid in monthly annuities and 
shall not be increased, decreased, revoked, or repealed unless by an act of the legis- 
lative assembly of the state of Montana. 


Section 20. Retirement annuities except from state or municipal tax, sale, gar- 
nishment, attachement, or other process and shall be unassignable. Any money 
received or to be paid as a member’s annuity, state annuity, or return of deductions 
or the right of any of these, shall be exempt from any state or municipal tax and 
from levy, sale, garnishment, attachment, or any other process whatsoever and 
shall be unassignable. 


Section 21. Designation of beneficiary. Every contributor shall have the author- 
ity to name a beneficiary by a written acknowledged designation properly filed 
with the board, and to change the beneficiary in like manner. Such designation 
ae all spores must be filed with the board up until, but not after, the time of 
retirement. 


Section 22. Election to qualify military service for credit. Any member now on 
active duty in, or hereafter inducted into the armed forces of the United States, 
shall have the option: (1) to continue payments into the account, or 


(2) to allow the board to make the payments during such military service, in 
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which event the member shall repay the account the full amount of such payments 
upon return to the former status as a sheriff, and such repayments shall be made 
within two (2) years after return to such status; provided that a member’s service 
in the armed forces of the United States shall be credited to and made a part of 
member’s service allowance. 


Section 23. False statements or falsification of records _ illegal 
penalties. (1) No person shall knowingly make any false statement or permit 
to be falsified any record or records of this retirement system in an attempt to 
defraud the system. 


(2) Should any such change in records fraudulently made or any mistake in 
records inadvertently made result in any member or beneficiary receiving more 
or less than the person would have been entitled to had the records been correct, 
then, on the discovery of such error the board shall correct such error and shall 
adjust the payments which shall be made to the member or annuitant in such man- 
ner that the actuarial equivalent of the benefit to which the person was correctly 
entitled shall be paid. 


(3) Any person violating any of the provisions of subsection (1) of this section 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be subject to a fine 
not exceeding one thousand dollars ($1,000) or imprisonment in the county jail not 
exceeding one (1) year, or both. 


Section 24. Board may revoke, refuse, or suspend member’s annuity for convic- 
tion of felony - injury or death due to wrongful conduct. If any beneficiary is con- 
victed of a felony, the board shall have the authority to revoke or suspend dis- 
bursement of the state annuity, in its discretion, for as long a time as it deems 
necessary. Where the illness or injury causing a member to retire, or where the 
death of a member, or a member to be retired, is directly and proximately caused 
by such member’s immoral or intemperate conduct or gross negligence, the board 
shall have the authority to refuse, revoke or suspend disbursement of the state 
annuity for as long as, in its discretion, it deems necessary. 


Section 25. Payments are in addition to those provided by Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Act except “in-line-of-duty” death. All payments provided for in this act, 
except the “in-line-of-duty” death of a member, are in addition to any other benefits 
not or hereafter provided for under the Workmen’s Compensation Act of the state 
of Montana. 


Section 26. Retirement allowance - options. Until the first payment on account 
of any retirement allowance is made and subject to the conditions that, if the 
member dies after retirement and within thirty (30) days from the date upon which 
the member’s election or changed election is received at the office of the retirement 
board, then said election is void and of no effect, and the death shall be considered 
as that of a member before retirement. A member or beneficiary may elect, revoke, 
or change a previous election prior to the approval of the previous election to 
receive the actuarial equivalent of the retirement allowance as of the date of 
retirement, in a lesser retirement allowance payable throughout life with one of 
the following options: (1) Upon the member’s death, a lesser retirement allow- 
ance shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person, having an 
insurable interest in the member’s life, as the member nominates by written desig- 
nation duly executed and filed with the board at the time of retirement. 


(2) Upon the member’s death, one-half (2) of the lesser retirement allowance 
shall be continued throughout the life of and paid to such person, having an insur- 
able interest in the member’s life as the member nominated by written desig- 
nation duly executed and filed with the board at the time of retirement. 


(3) Such other benefit or benefits shall be paid either to the beneficiary or such 
other person or persons as the member nominates, as, together with such other 
retirement allowances are the actuarial equivalent of the member’s retirement 
allowance, and shall be approved by the board. 


Section 27. Rules of transfer of member’s accumulated deductions to employer’s 
account. The board may in its discretion transfer the accumulated deductions of 
a member to the employer’s account in the sheriffs’ retirement account if the 
member’s account has been dormant for a period of ten (10) years, provided that 
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no right of the member shall be jeopardized by such transfer and the accumulated 
deduction shall be transferred to the member’s name upon subsequent reentry to 
membership. 


Section 28. Sheriffs ineligible for membership in public employees’ retirement 
system. After July 1, 1974, no sheriff shall be eligible to membership to the state 
public employees’ retirement system and the provisions of said law shall not apply 
to sheriffs. No provision of this act is to be construed as to deny any sheriff any 
benefits accrued under provisions of the state public employees’ retirement system 
prior to July 1, 1974. 

Section 29. Severability clause. It is the intent of the legislature that if a part 
of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from the invalid part remain 
in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of the applications, the 
part remains in effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid 
applications.”;

Dear President McOmber and Speaker Gerke: 


When I addressed the Legislature in January of 1973, I pledged that a funda- 
mental goal of this Administration would be to ensure the continuation of 
Montana’s increasingly unique way of life. You responded by enacting laws that 
brought Montanans much closer to gaining control over their own destiny. 


Both the people of Montana and I are proud of your record and achievements 
in this regard. 


But few people in January 1973 could have foretold the magnitude of the energy 
crisis which presently grips this nation. Nor could we have imagined the depth 
to which the crisis affects almost every aspect of American society — our insti- 
tutions, our foreign policy, our economy, our environment. 


Recognition of the impact of the crisis has led to an annouced national policy 
ef attaining energy self-sufficiency during the 1980’s. Regardless of the debate cur- 
rently raging over how best to achieve this goal, whether this goal is indeed 
achievable, whether or not a major restructuring of our society is necessary, and 
whether or not environmental standards should be weakened to accommodate this 
goal, one consequence is patently obvious: 


Montana, with 43 billion tons of strippable, low-sulphur coal and an apparent 
surplus of water in close proximity, is becoming one important alternative to 
increasing dependence on foreign energy. 


The value of our coal and water has not gone unnoticed by powerful private and 
public interests beyond our borders. Increasingly, the granting of rights to utilize 
these two resources are taking the decision-making authority for our future out 
of our hands and placing it in the hands of interests located in the financial centers 
of our nation, far removed from the concerns and controls of Montanans. 


Today I would like to discuss one of these resources in particular — water. 


It is the lifeblood of our state. It is the foundation of our billion-dollar-a-year 
agricultural industry. It is essential to our wildlife, forests, and rangeland. None 
of these could exist without sufficient water. 


_Yet that is the prospect we may well be facing in one of our most important 
rivers — the historic, free-flowing Yellowstone. 


With a mean annual flow of about 9 million acre feet of water at our border, 
options, applications and requests have been made for approximately 3,300,000 acre 
feet from waters in the Yellowstone Basin. In 1972, the Bureau of Reclamation 
projected that 2.6 million acre feet would be needed annually for coal development 
by the year 2002. In less than two years, that figure has already been far exceeded, 
a indications are that this amount will grow significantly within the immedi- 
ate future. 


The Department ef Natural Resources and Conservation, in accordance with its 
responsibility under the Montana Water Use Act, has become increasingly con- 
cerned with this problem during the past few months. Within the past six weeks, 
applications and notices of applications for almost '% million acre feet of Mon- 
tana’s water from the Yellowstone have been received. Last Friday, a request to 
divert over 90,000 acre feet annually was received. 


The effect of accommodating all these intended uses in an area that 1s generaily 
described as “water short” could be staggering. The National Academy of Science 
has cautioned that, “...not enough water exists for large-scale conversion of coal 
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to other energy forms...” and that, “...potential environmental and social impacts 
of the use of this water...would exceed by far the anticipated impact of mining 
alone.” , 


The manner in which we respond, or fail to respond, to these unprecedented 
demands for our finite resources, and to the challenges those demands pose to our 
environment and society, will in large part determine the kind of state Montana 
will become. The shaping of our future should not be done in a piecemeal fashion. 
Our destiny should not be forfeited through a series of decisions made on a case 
by case basis, without regard to their cumulative magnitude, without thought of 
the full gamut of alternatives, without consideration of the overall impacts or of 
long-range acceptability of the action taken. Certainly these decisions should not 
be made until we have defined the objectives for our State, and any objective we 
may articulate is inextricably interwoven with and dependent on our water 
resource. 


The Montana Water Use. Act was a significant step forward in protecting this 
invaluable resource. Yet, under this Act the Department of Natural Resources must 
shortly rule on applications for new and large diversions, although it has had time 
neither to evaluate existing water rights nor to determine the long-term impacts 
of the new requests. This is unacceptable. 


I am convinced that more time is needed to evaluate the water situation in the 
Yellowstone, and that time for deliberation and planning is critical to the public 
welfare. I am today presenting a bill which will buy us that time by postponing 
actions on applications for permits to appropriate water for three years or until 
the final determinations of existing rights have been made, whichever occurs first. 
Only those larger appropriations, for reservoirs storing over 20,000 acre feet or 
for flows of more than 30 cubic feet per second, would be included. Domestic, 
municipal and agricultural developments should be unaffected. Applications relat- 
ing to a utility facility for which a Certificate of Environmental Compatibility and 
Public Need has been issued under the Utility Siting Act are also excepted. The 
bill further provides that reservations of water be established as rapidly as possible 
under the Montana Water Use Act, and that these reservations, once established, 
would be given preference status over the applications which will be temporarily 
suspended by the bill. 


During that three-year period, if you approve this legislation, state agencies will 
be directed to speed up the compilation of information necessary for the develop- 
ment of alternatives which are compatible with the long-range goals and best inter- 
ests of Montana. The determination of existing rights will be accelerated. Plans 
by which Montana’s water can be put to beneficial use in line with the needs of 
our state will be developed. 


Agricultural, municipal, recreational and wildlife reservations of water will be 
made. Impacts on our economy, values, and way of life from resulting large scale 
diversions will be studied. The need for additional legislation will be considered. 


The three years should give us the time to heed the warning issued by the Senate 
Interior Committee in its report concerning the Southwest energy issue. The report 
noted that, “The present Four Corners situation reflects the cumulative effect of 
numerous resource management decisions, each of which was limited in the scope 
of its objectives and of its geographic concern.” These decisions, “...were made to 
achieve limited and relatively short-term goals and...” “...were made without full 
knowledge or adequate consideration of the full range of alternatives, the potential 
regional impacts, or the long-range desirability of the actions involved.” 


The problem is critical and urgent. We must act accordingly. This proposal will 
require a two-thirds vote in each House for a waiver of the rule on the introduction 
of bills. I know that you are already burdened by the need for consideration of 
other important measures. I know that you are attempting to carry out your 
responsibilities to the people of Montana in as short a time as is humanly possible. 


But the impact this measure will have on the future of Montana’s water 
mandates that we discard the labels of “environmental”, “landowner”, “developer”, 
“rancher”, and “farmer” which have divided us in the past and that we unite in 
support of this bill to ensure a Montana worthy of this and future generations.

A ‘mentally retarded child’ means any child who is not capable of profiting from 
from the regular instruction of a school because his mental ability is substantially 
below the mental ability of an average child of the same age. Mentally retarded 
children are classified as follows: | 


(a) An ‘educable mentally retarded child’ means a child who, at maturity, 
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cannot be expected to attain a level of intellectual functioning greater than that 


commonly expected of an eleven-year-old child, but not less than that of a seven- 


year-old child. 


(b) A ‘trainable mentally retarded child’ means a child who, at maturity, cannot 
be expected to attain a level of intellectual functioning greater than that commonly 
expected of a seven-year-old child and, for entrance into a training program, is 
capable of walking, of clean body habits, and of obedience to simple commands. 


(c) A ‘custodial mentally retarded child’ means a child who does not show a 
likelihood of attaining clean body habits, responsiveness to directions, or means 
of intelligible communication. 


A ‘physically handicapped child’ means a child who is capable of profiting from 
the regular instruction with the assistance of special equipment, special services, 
or transportation to compensate for physical disabilities such as, but not limited 
to, cardiac impairment, cerebral palsy, chronic health problems, or inadequate 
speech, hearing or vision. 


An ‘educationally handicapped person’ means a child or young adult under the 
age of twenty-one (21) years who requires special assistance to the extent that he 
cannot reasonably profit from the regular education program. 


An educationally handicapped person’s learning disorders include, but are not 
limited to, conditions which have been referred to as visual perception handicaps, 
brain injury, minimal brain dysfunction, dyslexia, behavioral maladjustment and 
emotional disturbances. An educationally handicapped person’s disorders are not 
the result of problems with visual acuity, hearing ee physical HenGISADS, 
cultural or instructional factors, and mental retardation.” 


Section 2. Section 75-7805, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“75-7805. Mandatory establishment of special education [class] program. (1) The 
trustees of any district shall establish and maintain at least one applicable special 
education [class] program when there are ten (10) or more educable mentally

[class] program when there are seven (7) or more trainable mentally retarded chil- 
dren in the district, and at least one (1) applicable special education [class] program 
when there are ten (10) or more physically handicapped children in the district. 


After July 1, 1979, the board of trustees of every school district must provide 
or establish and maintain a special education program for every handicapped 
person as herein defined between the ages of six (6) and twenty-one (21) in the 
district who cannot benefit sufficiently from the regular programs of instruction 
by reason of his mental, physical, emotional or learning problems. 


(2) The board of trustees of any school district may meet its obligation to serve 
handicapped persons by establishing its own special education program, by estab- 
lishing a cooperative special education program, or by participating in a regional 
services program. 


(3) Eligibility for enrollment in special education programs shall be determined 
under regulations of the superintendent of public instruction issued pursuant to 
policies adopted by the board of public education.”;

(c) provide other demonstrated educational advantages which will materially 
benefit the child; or 


[(6)] (7) educable mentally retarded persons, educationally handicapped per- 
sons, or physically handicapped persons who are not less than twenty-one (21) or 
more than twenty-five (25) years of age when the supexintendent of public instruc- 
tion has determined that such programs will assist a person to achieve levels of 
competence that will enable him to better participate in society; 


(8) eligibility for enrollment in special education programs shall be determined 
under regulations of the superintendent of public instruction issued pursuant to 
policies adopted by the board of public education.”;

Such public employee shall furnish to such labor organization written receipts 
evidencing such payments and failure to make such payments or furnish such 
receipts shall subject the employee to the same sanctions as would nonpayment 
of dues, initiation fees or assessments under the applicable collective bargaining 
agreement. 


A public employee desiring to avail himself or herself to the right of 
nonassociation with a labor organization as provided in this subsection shall make 
written application to the Chairman of the Board of Personnel Appeals. Within 
ten (10) days of the date of receipt of such application, the Chairman shall appoint 
a committee of three (3) consisting of a clergyman not connected with the sect in 
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question, a labor union official not directly connected with the labor organization 
in question and a member of the public at large, who shall be the chairman. The 
committee shall, within ten (10) days of the date of its appointment, meet at the 
locale of either the employee’s residence or place of employment and, after receiving 
written or oral presentations from all interested parties, determine by a majority 
vote whether or not such public employee qualifies for the right of nonassociation 
with such labor organization. The committee’s decision shall be made in writing 
within three (3) days of the meeting date and a copy thereof shall be forthwith 
mailed to such public employee, labor organization and the Chairman of the Board 
of Personnel Appeals.”;

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(a) ‘bingo’, in which prizes are awarded on the basis of designated numbers of 
symbols on a card which conform to numbers of symbols selected at random; and 
such prizes must be in tangible personal property only and not in money, cash, 
stocks, bonds, evidences of indebtedness, or other intangible personal property and 
must not exceed the value of one hundred dollars ($100) for each individual bingo 
award. It shall be unlawful to, in any manner, combine any awards so as to increase 
the ultimate value of such award; 


(b) ‘raffles’, which are conducted by drawing for prizes. Prizes must be in tan- 
gible personal property only and not in money, cash, stocks, bonds, evidences of 
indebtedness, or other. intangible personal property and must not exceed the value 
of five hundred dollars ($500) for each individual raffle card. It shall be unlawful 
to, in any manner, combine any awards so as to increase the ultimate value of 
such award. 


(2) ‘Equipment’ means: 


(a) with respect to bingo the receptacle and numbered objects drawn from it, 
the master board upon which such objects are placed as drawn, the cards or sheets 
bearing numbers or other designations to be covered and the objects used to cover 
them, the boards or signs, however operated, used to announce or display the 
numbers or designations as they are drawn, public address system, and all other 
articles essential to the operation, conduct and playing of bingo; or 


(b) with respect to raffles, implements, devices and machines designed, intended 
or used for the conduct of raffles and the identification of the winning number 
or unit and the ticket or other evidence or right to participate in raffles. 


/ 

Section 3. No license, permit, or authorization shall be required to conduct 
bingo or raffles, but organizations, groups and individuals intending to conduct 
bingo games shall, in advance of such games, give seventy-two (72) hour written 
notice as to the time, date, and place thereof to the sheriff in the county where 
the games are to be conducted. 


Section 4. In the playing of bingo, no person who is not physically present on 
the premises where the game is actually conducted shall be allowed to participate 
as a player in the game. Raffles authorized by this act shall be restricted to events 
and participants within the geographic confines of the state of Montana. 


Section 5. No person under the age of eighteen (18) years shall be permitted 
to participate in any game or games of chance held, operated or conducted pursuant 
to this act. 


Section 6. It shall be unlawful to conduct a game of chance authorized by this 
act in any manner which results in cheating, misrepresentation or other such 
disreputable tactics which distract from a fair and equal chance for all participants 
or which otherwise affect the outcome of the games of chance authorized by this 
act. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of all peace officers to enforce the provisions 
of this act and to arrest and complain against any person violating any provision 
of this act. It shall be the duty of the county attorney of the respective county 
to prosecute all violations of this act in the manner and form as is provided by 
law and it shall be a misdemeanor for any such persons or persons to knowingly 
fail to perform his or her duty under this section. 


Section 8. Every person who willfully violates or who procures, aids or abets 
in the willful violation of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars 
($1,000) or imprisonment in the county jail for not more than three (3) months, 
or both. , 


Section 9. Gambling on a cash basis. (1) In every gambling game conducted 
pursuant to any gambling law of the state the consideration paid for the chance 
to play shall be strictly cash. Every participant must present the money with which 
he intends to play the gambling game at the time the game is played. No check, 
credit card, note, I.0.U. or other evidence of indebtedness shall be offered or 
accepted as part of the price of debt.

It shall be unlawful to conduct or participate 
in a gambling game authorized by this act or any other gambling law in any man- 
ner which results in cheating, misrepresentation or other such disreputable tactics 
which distract from a fair and equal chance for all participants or which otherwise 
affects the outcome of the gambling game. 


Section 11. Bingo and raffles as in this act authorized are exempt from the 
provisions of section 94-3001 through 94-3011. 


Section 12. It is the intent of the legislative assembly that if a part of this 
act is invalid, all valid parts severable from the invalid parts remain in effect. 
If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains 
in effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 13. This act is effective on its passage and approval.”;

“Nothing in this section shall restrict the obligation of the commission under 
the Communications Act of 1934, 47 U.S.C. Sec. 151 et seq., to operate in the public 
interest and to afford reasonable opportunity for discussion of conflicting views 
of issues of public importance.”;

“Section 16. Effect of strip mine siting permit on subsequent strip mining 
permits. 
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The department may not deny a strip mining permit as specified in the ‘Montana 
Strip Mining and Reclamation Act’ (chapter 10, title 50, R.C.M. 1947) on areas 
which have been permitted under this act on the basis of criteria specified in section 
50-1042(2) and (4), R.C.M. 1947, unless: 


(1) New information is submitted or obtained in compliance with chapter 10, 
title 50, which indicates a situation not existing or known at the time of the issu- 
ance of a permit under this act. 


(2) An application under this act misrepresented information related to the cri- 
teria. 


(3) A situation develops because of strip mining operations which were not in 
existence at the time of the issuance of a permit under this act. 


Section 17. The provisions of this act shall not apply to preparatory work which 
was being conducted prior to January 1, 1974, or for which contracts for prepara- 
tory work were in existence prior to January 1, 1974.”;

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under consideration 
Senate Bill No. 715, respectfully report as follows: That Senate Bill No. 715 be 
amended as follows: 


Amend by adding a key line on line 3 which reads as follows: “10-501, 94-2-101”; 


Amend the title on line 8, following the word “date” by inserting the punctuation 
and words “; and amending Sections 10-501 and 94-2-101, R.C.M. 1947”; 


Further amend by striking everything following the enacting clause and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. Short title. This act shall be known and may be cited as the 
‘Montana Abortion Control Act’. 


Section 2. Statement of purpose. The legislature reaffirms the tradition of the 
state of Montana to protect every human life, whether unborn or aged, healthy 
or sick. In keeping with this tradition and in the spirit of our constitution, we reaf- 
firm the intent to extend the protection of the laws of Montana in favor of all 
human life. 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this act: 
(1) ‘Department’ means the department of health and environmental sciences. 


(2) ‘Facility’ means a hospital, health care facility, physician’s office or other 
place in which an abortion is performed. 


(3) ‘Informed consent’ means voluntary consent to abortion by the woman upon 
whom the abortion is to be performed only after full disclosure to her by the physi- 
cian who is to perform the abortion of such of the following information as is 
reasonably chargeable to the knowledge of such physician in his professional capac- 
ity: 


(a) The stage of development of the fetus, the method of abortion to be utilized, 
and the effects of such abortion method upon the fetus. 


(b) The physical and psychological effects of abortion. 
(c) Available alternatives to abortion, including childbirth and adoption. 


Such informed consent shall be evidenced by a written statement in the form 
prescribed by the department signed by the physician and the woman upon whom 
the abortion is to be performed in which the physician certifies that he has made 
the full disclosure provided above and in which the woman upon whom the abortion 
is to be performed acknowledges that the above disclosures have been made to her 
and that she voluntarily consents to the abortion. 
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(4) ‘Abortion’ means the performance of, or assistance or participation in the 
performance of, or submission to, an act or operation intended to terminate a preg- 
nancy without live birth. 


(5) ‘Viability’ means the ability of a fetus to live outside the mothercs womb, 
albeit with artificial aid. 


Section 4. Consent to abortion. (i) No abortion may be performed upon any 
woman in the absence of informed consent. 


(2) No abortion may be performed upon any woman in the absence of the writ- 
ten consent of 


(a) her husband, unless her husband is voluntarily separated from her; 


(b) a parent, if living, or the custodian or legal guardian of such woman, if 
she is under eighteen (18) years of age and unmarried. 


(3) The above informed consent or consent is not required if a licensed physician 
certifies the abortion is necessary to preserve the life of the mother. 


(4) No court, judge, executive officer, administrative agency or public employee 
of the state of Montana or of any local governmental body has power to issue any 
order requiring an abortion or shall coerce any woman to have an abortion, nor 
shall any person coerce any woman to have an abortion. 


(5) Violation of subsections (1) and (4) of this section is a felony. Violation of 
subsection (2) of this section is a misdemeanor. 


(6) The use of the prescribed departmental form of informed consent required 
by section 3, subsection (3) shall not be mandatory until July 1, 1974. Prior thereto, 
a written statement fairly setting forth the content specified by section 3, subsec- 
tion (3) shall be in compliance therewith. 


Section 5. Protection of life and health of infant. (1) A person commits the 
offense of criminal homicide, as defined in sections 94-5-101 through 94-5-105, if 
he purposely, knowingly, or negligently causes the death of a premature infant 
or fetus aborted alive, if such infant or fetus is viable. 


(2) Whenever a premature infant or fetus is aborted alive and is viable, it 
becomes a dependent and neglected child subject to the provisions of state law, 
unless: 


(a) the termination of the pregnancy is necessary to preserve the life of the 
mother; or 


(b) the mother and her spouse, or either of them, have agreed in writing in 
advance of the abortion, or within seventy-two (72) hours thereafter, to accept the 
parental rights and responsibilities of the premature infant or fetus if it survives 
the abortion procedure. 


(3) No person may use any premature infant or fetus aborted alive for any type 
of scientific research, or other kind of experimentation except as necessary to pro- 
tect or preserve the life and health of such premature infant or fetus aborted alive. 


(4) The department shall make regulations to provide for the humane disposi- 
tion of dead infants or fetuses. 


(5) Violation of subsection (3) of this section is a felony. Violation of subsection 
(4) of this section is a misdemeanor. 


Section 6. Control of practice of abortion. (1) No abortion may be performed 
within the state of Montana: 


(a) Except by a licensed physician. 


(b) After the first three months of pregnancy, except in a hospital licensed by 
the department. 


(c) After viability of the fetus, unless in appropriate medical judgment, the 
abortion is necessary to preserve the life or health of the mother. An abortion under 
this subsection (1) (c) may only be performed if: 
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(i) the foregoing judgment of the physician who is to perform the abortion is 
first certified in writing by him, setting forth in detail the facts upon which he 
relies in making such judgment; and 


(ii) two other licensed physicians have first examined the patient and concurred 
in writing with such judgment. 


The foregoing certification and concurrence is not required if a licensed physician 
certifies the abortion is necessary to preserve the life of the mother. 


(2) Thé timing and procedure used in performing an abortion under subsection 
(1)(c) of this section must be such that the viability of the fetus is not intentionally 
or negligently endangered, as the term ‘negligently’ is defined in section 94-2-101, 
subdivision (32). The fetus may be intentionally endangered or destroyed only if 
necessary to preserve the life or health of the mother. 


(3) No physician, facility, or other person or agency shall engage in solicitation, 
advertising, or other form of communication having the purpose of inviting, induc- 
ing, or attracting any person to come to such physician, facility, or other person 
or agency to have an abortion or to purchase abortifacients. 


(4) Violation of subsection (1) of this section is a felony. Violation of subsection 
(2) of this section is a misdemeanor. 


Section 7. Reporting of practice of abortion. (1) Every facility in which an 
abortion is performed within the state of Montana shall keep on file upon a form 
prescribed by the department a statement dated and certified by the physician who 
performed the abortion setting forth such information with respect to the abortion 
as the department by regulation shall require; including, but not limited to, 
information on prior pregnancies; the medical procedure employed to administer 
the abortion; the gestational age of the fetus; the vital signs of the fetus after 
abortion, if any; and if after viability, the medical procedures employed to protect 
and preserve the life and health of the fetus. 


(2) The physician performing an abortion shall cause such pathology studies 
to be made in connection therewith as the department shall require by regulation, 
and the facility shall keep the reports thereof on file. 


(3) In connection with an abortion, the facility shall keep on file the original 
of each of the documents required by this act relating to informed consent, consent 
to abortion, certification of necessity of abortion to preserve the life or health of 
the mother, and certification of necessity of abortion to preserve the life of the 
mother. 


(4) Such facility shall within thirty (30) days after the abortion file with the 
department a report upon a form prescribed by the department and certified by 
the custodian of the records or physician in charge of such facility setting forth 
all of the information required in subsections (1), (2), and (3) of this section, except 
such information as would identify any individual involved with the abortion. The 
report shall exclude copies of any documents required to be filed by subsection (3) 
of re: section, but shall certify that such documents were duly executed and are 
on file. 


(5) All reports and documents required by this act shall be treated with the 
confidentiality afforded to medical records, subject to such disclosure as is permit- 
ted by the law; except that statistical data not identifying any individual involved 
in an abortion shall be made public by the department annually, and the report 
required by subsection (4) of this section to be filed with the department shall be 
available for public inspection except insofar as it identifies any individual involved 
in an abortion. 


(6) The department shall report to the attorney general any apparent violation 
of this act, and the attorney general shall periodically make random review of the 
records of the department to discover any such violation. 


(7) Violation of this section is a misdemeanor. 


(8) The reports required by this section shall not be mandatory for any abortion 
performed prior to July 1, 1974.

Section 8. Refusal to participate in abortion. (1) No public hospital or health 
care facility shall be required contrary to the stated religious beliefs or moral 
convictions of such hospital or facility to admit any person for the purpose of abor- 
tion or to permit the use of its facilities for such purpose. Such refusal shall not 
give rise to liability of such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel or 
agent or governing board thereof, to any person for damages allegedly arising from 
such refusal, nor be the basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, or other 
recriminatory action against such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel, 
agent, or governing board thereof. 


(2) No private hospital or health care facility shall be required contrary to the 
religious or moral tenets or the stated religious beliefs or moral convictions of such 
hospital or facility to admit any person for the purpose of abortion or to permit 
the use of its facilities for such purpose. Such refusal shall not give rise to liability 
of such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel or agent or governing 
board thereof, to any person for damages allegedly arising from such refusal, nor 
be the basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, or other recriminatory action 
against such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel, agent, or governing 
board thereof. 


(3) All persons shall have the right to refuse to advise concerning, perform, 
assist, or participate in abortion because of religious beliefs or moral convictions. 
If requested by any hospital or health care facility, or person desiring an abortion, 
such refusal shall be in writing signed by the person refusing, but may refer gener- 
ally to the grounds of ‘religious beliefs and moral convictions’. The refusal of any 
person to advise concerning, perform, assist, or participate in abortion, shall not 
be a consideration in respect of staff privileges of any hospital or health care facil- 
ity, nor a basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, or other recriminatory action 
against such person, nor shall such person be liable to any person for damages 
allegedly arising from refusal. 


(4) Any person who knowingly interferes or attempts to interfere with the right 
of refusal authorized by this section, whether by duress, coercion, or any other 
means, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. The person injured thereby shall be 
entitled to injunctive relief, when appropriate, and shall further be entitled to 
monetary damages for injuries suffered. 


(5) Such refusal by any hospital or health care facility or person shall not be 
grounds for loss of any privileges or immunities to which the granting of consent 
may otherwise be a condition precedent, or for the loss of any public benefits. 


(6) As used in this section, the term ‘person’ includes one or more individuals, 
partnerships, associations, and corporations. 


Section 9. Other regulations. The department shall make regulations for a 
comprehensive system of reporting of maternal deaths and complications within 
the state of Montana resulting directly or indirectly from abortion, subject to the 
provisions of section 7, subsection (5) of this act. 


Section 10. Penalties. (1) A person convicted of criminal homicide under this 
act is subject to the penalties prescribed by sections 94-5-101 through 94-5-105. 


(2) A person convicted of a felony other than criminal homicide under this act 
is subject to a fine not to exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000), or imprisonment 
in the state prison for a term not to exceed five (5) years, or both. 


(3) A person convicted of a misdemeanor under this act is subject to a fine not 
to exceed five hundred dollars ($500), or imprisonment in the county jail for a term 
not to exceed six (6) months, or both. 


Section 11. Effect of miscarriage provisions. It is the intent of the legislature 
to restrict abortion to the extent permissible under decisions of appropriate courts 
or paramount legislation. Sections 94-5-611 and 94-5-612 are retained in force, as 
modified by this act and as limited by the rulings of courts and paramount law. 


eran 12. Section 10-501, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘10-501. Dependent and neglected children—definition. For the purpose of this 
act, the words “dependent child” or “neglected child” shall mean any child of the 
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age of seventeen (17) years, or under that age, including a premature infant or 
fetus which is the subject of abortion as that term is defined in the Montana Abor- 
tion Control Act if such infant or fetus is aborted alive and has the ability to live 
outside the mother’s womb albeit with artificial aid, who is dependent upon the 
public for support, and who is destitute, homeless, or dependent, or who has no 
proper parental care or guardianship, or who habitually begs or receives alms, or 
who is found living in any house of ill-fame, or in any house of prostitution, or 
whose home,. by reason of neglect, cruelty, or depravity on the part of its parents, 
guardian, or other person in whose care it may be, is an unfit place for such child, 
or whose environment is such as to warrant the state, in the interest of the child, 
to assume its guardianship or support.’ 


Section 13. Section 94-2-101, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


*94-2-101. General definitions. Unless otherwise specified in the statute all words 
will be taken in the objective standard rather than in the subjective. 


(1) “Acts” has its usual and ordinary grammatical meaning and includes any 
bodily movement, any form of communication, and, where relevant, includes a fail- 
ure or omission to take action. 


(2) “Another” means a person or persons as defined in this code other than the 
offender. 


(3) “Administrative proceeding” means any proceeding the outcome of which is 
required to be based on a record or documentation prescribed by law, or in which 
a law or a regulation is particularized in its application to an individual. 


(4) “Benefit” means gain or advantage, or anything regarded by the beneficiary 
as gain or advantage, including benefit to any other person or entity in whose wel- 
fare he is interested, but not an advantage promised generally to a group or class 
of voters as a consequence of public measures which a candidate engages to support 
or oppose. 


(5) “Bodily injury” means physical pain, illness or any impairment of physical 
condition and includes mental illness or impairment. 


(6) “Cohabit” means to live together under the representation of being married. 


(7) “Common scheme” means a series of acts or omissions motivated by a pur- 
pose to accomplish a single criminal objective, or by a common purpose or plan 
and which resulted in the repeated commission of the same offense or affects the 
same person or the same persons or the property thereof. 


(8) “Conduct” means an act or series of acts, and the accompanying mental 
state. 


(9) “Conviction” means a judgment of conviction or sentence entered upon a 
plea of guilty or upon a verdict or finding of guilty of an offense, rendered by 
a legally constituted jury or by a court of competent jurisdiction authorized to try 
the case without a jury. 


(10) “Correctional institution” means the state prison, county or city jail, or other 
institution for the incarceration or custody of persons under sentence for offenses 
or awaiting trial or sentence for offenses. 


(11) “Deception” means knowingly to: 


(a) create or confirm in another an impression which is false and which the 
offender does not believe to be true; or 


(b) fail to correct a false impression which the offender previously has created 
or confirmed; or 


(c) prevent another from acquiring information pertinent to the disposition of 
the property involved; or 


(d) sell or otherwise transfer or encumber property, failing to disclose a lien, 
adverse claim, or other legal impediment to the enjoyment of the property, whether 
such impediment is or is not of value or is not a matter of official record; or 
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(e) promise performance which the offender does not intend to perform or knows 
will not be performed. Failure to perform standing alone is not evidence that the 
offender did not intend to perform. 


(12) “Defamatory matter” means anything which exposes a person or a group, 
class or association to hatred, contempt, ridicule, degradation or disgrace in society, 
or injury to his or its business or occupation. 


(13) “Deprive” means to withhold property of another: 
(a) permanently; or 
(b) for such a period as to appropriate a portion of its value; or 


(c) with the purpose to restore it only upon payment of reward or other compen- 
sation; or 


(d) to dispose of the property and use or deal with the property so as to make 
it unlikely that the owner will recover it. 


(14) “Deviate sexual relations” means sexual contact or sexual intercourse 
between two (2) persons of the same sex, or any form of sexual intercourse with 
an animal. 


(15) “Felony” means an offense in which the sentence imposed upon conviction 
is death or imprisonment in the state prison for any term exceeding one (1) year. 


(16) “A frisk” is a search by an external patting of a person’s clothing. 


(17) “Forcible felony” means any felony which involves the use or threat of 
physical force or violence against any individual. 


(18) “Government” includes any branch, subdivision or agency of the government 
of the state or any locality within it. 


(19) “Harm” means loss, disadvantage or injury, or anything so regarded by the 
person affected, including loss, disadvantage or injury to any person or entity in 
whose welfare he is interested. 


(20) “He, she, it.” The singular term shall include the plural and the masculine 
gender the feminine except where a particular context clearly requires a different 
meaning. 


(21) “A house of prostitution” means any place where prostitution or promotion 
of prostitution is regularly carried on by one (1) person under the control, manage- 
ment or supervision of another. 


(22) “Human being” means a person who has been born and is alive, including 
a premature infant or fetus born or aborted alive, if such infant or fetus has the 
ability to live outside the mother’s womb, albeit with artificial aid. 


(23) “An illegal article” is an article or thing which is prohibited by statute, rule, 
regulation or order from being in the possession of a person subject to official deten- 
tion. 


(24) “Inmate” means a person who engages in prostitution in or through the 
agency of a house of prostitution. 


(25) “Intoxicating substance” means any substance having an hallucinogenic, 
depressant, stimulating, or narcotic effect, taken in such quantities as to impair 
mental or physical capability including but not limited to any beverage containing 
one-half of one per centum ('% of 1%) or more of alcohol by volume; provided, that 
the foregoing definition shall not extend to dealcoholized wine, nor to any beverage 
or liquid produced by the process by which beer, ale, port or wine is produced, if 
it contains less than one-half of one per centum ('2 of 1%) of alcohol by volume. 


(26) “An involuntary act” means any act which is: 
(a). areflex or convulsion; or 


(b) a bodily movement during unconsciousness or sleep; or 
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(c) conduct during hypnosis or resulting from hypnotic suggestion; or 


(d) a bodily movement that otherwise is not a product of the effort or determi- 
nation of the actor, either conscious or habitual. 


(27) “Juror” means any person who is a member of any jury, including a grand 
jury, impaneled by any court in this state in any action or proceeding or by any 
officer authorized by law to impanel a jury in any action or proceeding. The term 
juror also includes a person who has been drawn or summoned to attend as a pros- 
pective juror. 


(28) “Knowingly’—A person acts knowingly with respect to conduct or to a 
circumstance described by a statute defining an offense when he is aware of his 
conduct or that the circumstance exists. When knowledge of the existence of a par- 
ticular fact is an element of an offense, such knowledge is established if a person 
is aware of a high probability of its existence. Equivalent terms such as “knowing” 
or “with knowledge” have the same meaning. 


(29) “Mentally defective” means that a person suffers from a mental disease or 
defect which renders him incapable of appreciating the nature of his conduct. 


(30) “Mentally incapacitated” means that a person is rendered temporarily 
incapable of appreciating or controlling his conduct as result of the influence of 
an intoxicating substance. 


(31) “Misdemeanor” means an offense in which the sentence imposed upon con- 
viction is imprisonment in the county jail for any term, or fine, or both or the 
sentence imposed is imprisonment in the state prison for any term of one year 
or less. re 


(32) “Negligently” — A person acts negligently with respect to a result or to 
a circumstance described by a statute defining an offense when he consciously 
disregards a risk that the result will occur or that the circumstance exists; or if 
he disregards a risk of which he should be aware that the result will occur or that 
the circumstance exists. The risk must be of such a nature and degree that to disre- 
gard it involves a gross deviation from the standard of conduct that a reasonable 
person would observe in the actor’s situation. Gross deviation means a deviation 
that is considerably greater than lack of ordinary care. Relevant terms such as 
“negligent” and “with negligence” have the same meaning. 


(33) “Obtain” means: 


(a) in relation to property, to bring about a transfer of interest or possession, 
whether to the offender or to another; and 


(b) in relation to labor or services, to secure the performance thereof. 


(34) “Obtains or exerts control” includes but is not limited to the taking, carrying 
away, or the sale, conveyance, or transfer of title to, or interest in, or possession 
of property. 


(35) “Occupied structure” means any building, vehicle or other place suited for 
human occupancy or night lodging of persons or for carrying on business, whether 
or not a person is actually present. Each unit of a building consisting of two (2) 
or more units separately secured or occupied is a separate occupied structure. 


(36) “Offender” means a person who has been or is liable to be arrested, charged, 
convicted or punished for a public offense. 


(37) “Offense” means a crime for which a sentence of death or of imprisonment 
or fine is authorized. Offenses are classified as felonies or misdemeanors. 


(38) “Official detention” means imprisonment which resulted from a conviction 
for an offense, confinement for an offense, confinement of a person charged with 
an offense, detention by a peace officer pursuant to arrest, detention for extradition 
or deportation, or any lawful detention for the purpose of the protection of the 
welfare of the person detained or for the protection of society; but “official deten- 
tion” does not include supervision of probation or parole, constraint incidental to 
release on bail, or an unlawful arrest unless the person arrested employed physical 
force, a threat of physical force, or a weapon to escape. 
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(39) “Official proceeding” means a proceeding heard or which may be heard 
before any legislative, judicial, administrative or other governmental agency or 
official authorized to take evidence under oath, including any referee, hearing 
examiner, commissioner, notary or other person taking testimony or deposition in 
connection with such proceeding. 


(40) “Other state” means any state or territory of the United States, the District 
of Columbia and the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 


(41) “Owner” means a person, other than the offender, who has possession of 
or any other interest in the property involved, even though such interest or posses- 
sion is unlawful, and without whose consent the offender has no authority to exert 
control over the property. 


(42) “Party official” means a person who holds an elective or appointive post 
in a political party in the United States by virtue of which he directs or conducts, 
or participates in directing or conducting party affairs at any level of responsibility. 


(43) “Peace officer” means any person who by virtue of his office or public 
employment is vested by law with a duty to maintain public order or to make 
arrests for offenses while acting within the scope of his authority. 


(44) “Pecuniary benefit” is benefit in the form of money, property, commercial 
interests or anything else the primary significance of which is economic gain. 


(45) “Person” includes an individual, business association, partnership, corpora- 
tion, government, or other legal entity, and an individual acting or purporting to 
act for or on behalf of any government or subdivision thereof. 


(46) “Physically helpless” means that a person is unconscious or is otherwise 
physically unable to communicate unwillingness to act. 


(47) “Possession” is the knowing control of anything for a sufficient time to be 
able to terminate control. 


(48) “Premises” includes any type of structure or building and any real property. 


(49) “Property” means anything of value. Property includes, but is not limited 
to, real estate, money, commercial instruments, admission or transportation tickets, 
written instruments representing or embodying rights concerning anything of 
value, labor, or services, or otherwise of value to the owner; things growing on 
or affixed to, or found on land, or part of or affixed to any building; electricity, 
gas and water; birds, animals and fish, which ordinarily are kept in a state of 
confinement; food and drink, samples, cultures, microorganisms, specimens, 
records, recordings, documents, blueprints, drawings, maps, and whole or partial 
copies, descriptions, photographs, prototypes or models thereof, or any other arti- 
cles, materials, devices, substances and whole or partial copies, descriptions, photo- 
graphs, prototypes, or models thereof which constitute, represent, evidence, reflect 
or record secret scientific, technical, merchandising production or management 
information, designed process, procedure, formula, invention or improvement. 


(50) “Property of another” means real or personal property in which a person 
other than the offender has an interest which the offender has not authority to 
defeat or impair, even though the offender himself may have an interest in the 


property. 


(51) “Public place” means any place to which the public or any substantial group 
thereof has access. 


(52) “Public servant” means any officer or employee of government, including 
but not limited to, legislators, judges, and firemen, and any person participating 
as a juror, advisor, consultant, administrator, executor, guardian or court appointed 
fiduciary; but the term does not include witnesses. The term public servant includes 
one who has been elected or designated to become a public servant. 


(53) “Purposely”—A person acts purposely with respect to a result or to conduct 
described by a statute defining an offense if it is his conscious object to engage 
in that conduct or to cause that result. When a particular purpose is an element 
of an offense, the element is established although such purpose is conditional, 
unless the condition negatives the harm or evil sought to be prevented by the law 
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defining the offense. Equivalent terms such as “purpose” and “with the purpose’ 
have the same meaning. 


(54) “Serious bodily injury” means bodily injury which creates a substantial risk 
of death or which causes serious permanent disfigurement, or protracted loss or 
impairment of the function or process of any bodily member or organ and includes 
serious mental illness or impairment. 


(55) “Sexual contact” means any touching of the sexual or other intimate parts 
of the person of another for the purpose of arousing or gratifying the sexual desire 
of either party. 


(56) “Sexual intercourse” means penetration of the vulva, anus or mouth of one 
person by the penis of another person, or penetration of the vulva or anus of one 
person by any body member of another person or penetration of the vulva, or anus 
of one person by any foreign instrument or object manipulated by another person 
for the purpose of arousing or gratifying the sexual desire of either party. Any 
penetration, however slight, is sufficient. 


(57) “Solicit” or “solicitation” means to command, authorize, urge, incite, request, 
or advise another to commit an offense. 


(58) “State” or “this state” means the state of Montana, and all the land and 
water in respect to which the state of Montana has either exclusive or concurrent 
jurisdiction, and the air space above such land and water. 


(59) “Statute” means any act of the legislature of this state. 


(60) “Stolen property” means property over which control has been obtained by 
theft. 


(61) “A stop” is the temporary detention of a person that results when a peace 
officer orders the person to remain in his presence. 


(62) “Tamper” means to interfere with something improperly, meddle with it, 
make unwarranted alterations in its existing condition, or deposit refuse upon it. 


(63) “Threat” means a menace, however communicated to: 


(a) inflict physical harm on the person threatened or any other person or on 
property; or 


(b) subject any person to physical confinement or restraint; or 

(c) commit any criminal offense; or 

(d) accuse any person of criminal offense; or 

(e) expose any person to hatred, contempt or ridicule; or 

(f) harm the credit or business repute of any person; or 

(g) reveal any information sought to be concealed by the person threatened; or 


(h) take action as an official against anyone or anything, or withhold official 
action, or cause such action or withholding; or 


__G) bring about or continue a strike, boycott, or other similar collective action 
if the property is not demanded or received for the benefit of the groups which 
he purports to represent; or 


(j) testify or provide information or withhold testimony or information with 
respect to another’s legal claim or defense. 


(64) (a) “Value” means the market value of the property at the time and place 
of the crime, or if such cannot be satisfactorily ascertained, the cost of the replace- 
ment of the property within a reasonable time after the crime. If the offender 
Bas a portion of the value of the property, the value shall be determined 
as follows: 


(i) The value of an instrument constituting an evidence of debt, such as a check, 
draft or promissory note, shall be deemed the amount due or collectible thereon 
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or thereby, such figure ordinarily being the face amount of the indebtedness less 
any portion thereof which has been satisfied. 


(ii) The value of any other instrument which creates, releases, discharges, or 
otherwise affects any valuable legal right, privilege or obligation shall be deemed 
the amount of economic loss which the owner of the instrument might reasonably 
suffer by virtue of the loss of the instrument. 


(b) When it cannot be determined if the value of the property is more or less 
than one hundred fifty dollars ($150) by the standards set forth in subsection (64) 
(a) above, its value shall be deemed to be an amount less than one hundred fifty 
dollars ($150). 


(c) Amounts involved in thefts committed pursuant to a common scheme or the 
same transaction, whether from the same person or several persons, may be aggre- 
gated in determining the value of the property. 


(65) “Vehicle” means any device for transportation by land, water or air, or 
mobile equipment with provision for transport of an operator. 


(66) “Weapon” means any instrument, article or substance which, regardless of 
its primary function, is readily capable of being used to produce death or serious 
bodily injury. 


(67) “Witness” means a person whose testimony is desired in any proceeding 
or in any investigation by a grand jury or in a criminal action, prosecution or pro- 
ceeding. 


(68) “Without consent” means: 


(a) the victim is compelled to submit by force or by threat of imminent death, 
bodily injury, or kidnapping, to be inflicted on anyone; or 


(b) the victim is incapable of consent because he is: 
(i) mentally defective or incapacitated; or 

(ii) physically helpless; or 

(iii) less than sixteen (16) years old.’ 


Section 14. Severability. It is the intent of the legislature that if a part of this 
act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from the invalid part remain in 
effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part 
remains in effect in all the valid applications that are severable from the invalid 
applications. 


Section 15. This act is effective on its passage and approval.”; 
And as amended, do pass.

As used in this act: (1) ‘Abortion’ means the perfor- 
mance of, assistance or participation in the performance of, or submission to, an 
act or operation intended to terminate a pregnancy without live birth. 


(2) ‘Person’ includes one or more individuals, partnerships, associations, and 
corporations. 


Section 2. Refusal to participate in abortion. (1) No public hospital or health 
care facility shall be required contrary to the stated religious beliefs or moral 
convictions of such hospital or facility to admit any person for the purpose of abor- 
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tion or to permit the use of its facilities for such purpose. Such refusal shall not 
give rise to liability of such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel or 
agent or governing board thereof, to any person for damages allegedly arising from 
such refusal, nor be the basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, or other 
recriminatory action against such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel, 
agent, or governing board thereof. 


(2) No private hospital or health care facility shall be required contrary to the 
religious or moral tenets or the stated religious beliefs or moral convictions of such 
hospital or facility to admit any person for the purpose of abortion or to permit 
the use of its facilities for such purpose. Such refusal shall not give rise to liability 
of such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel or agent or governing 
board thereof, to any person for damages allegedly arising from such refusal, nor 
be the basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, or other recriminatory action 
against such hospital or health care facility, or any personnel, agent, or governing 
board thereof. 


(3) All persons shall have the right to refuse to advise concerning, perform, 
assist, or participate in abortion because of religious beliefs or moral convictions. 
If requested by any hospital or health care facility, or person desiring an abortion, 
such refusal shall be in writing signed by the person refusing, but may refer gener- 
ally to the grounds of ‘religious beliefs and moral convictions’. The refusal of any 
person to advise concerning, perform, assist, or participate in abortion, shall not 
be a consideration in respect of staff privileges of any hospital or health care facil- 
ity, nor a basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, or other recriminatory action 
against such person, nor shall such person be liable to any person for damages 
allegedly arising from refusal. 


(4) Any person who knowingly interferes or attempts to interfere with the right 
of refusal authorized by this section, whether. by duress, coercion, or any other 
means, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction is subject to a fine not 
to exceed five hundred dollars ($500), or imprisonment in the county jail for a term 
not to exceed six (6) months, or both. The person injured thereby shall be entitled 
to injunctive relief, when appropriate, and shall further be entitled to monetary 
damages for injuries suffered. 


(5) Such refusal by any hospital or health care facility or person shall not be 
grounds for loss of any privileges or immunities to which the granting of consent 
may otherwise be a condition precedent, or for the loss of any public benefits. 


Section 3. This act is effective on its passage and approval.”;

arising from such refusal, nor be the basis for any discriminatory, disciplinary, 
or other recriminatory action against such hospital or health care facility, or any 
personnel, agent or governing board thereof. 


(2) No private hospital or health care facility shall be required contrary to the 
religious or moral tenets or the stated religious beliefs or moral convictions of such 
hospital or facility to admit any person for the purpose of sterilization or to permit 
the use of its facilities for such purpose. Such refusal shall not give rise to liability

[c.] (4) “Massage establishment” [as used in this act shall mean any] means a 
place [wherein all or] in which any [or more] of the above [defined] procedures 
and methods are administered or used. 


(d.] (5) [The term board as used in this act shall mean] “Board” means the 
[Montana] board of [massage examiners] masseurs.’ 


Section 2. Section 66-2904, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘66-2904. Organization of board — meetings — powers and duties. The board 
shall convene after each appointment and elect a president, a vice-president, and 
a secretary-treasurer from their membership. 


The board shall hold a regular meeting in each year, at the city of Helena, Mon- 
tana, and shall hold special meetings at such times and places as the board, or 
a majority of the membership thereof, may designate; provided, that not more than 
four (4) meetings shall be held in any one (1) year. A majority of the board shall 
constitute a quorum. 


The board shall have authority to administer oaths, take affidavits, summon 
witnesses, and take testimony as to matters coming within the scope of the board. 
It shall adopt a seal, which shall be affixed to all licenses issued by them, and 
shall from time to time adopt such rules and regulations as they deem proper and 
necessary for the performance of their duties, and they shall adopt a schedule of 
minimum educational requirements, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
law, which shall be without prejudice, partiality, or discrimination as to the differ- 
ent approved schools of massage training. The secretary of said board shall keep 
a record of the proceedings of the board, which shall at all times be open to public 
inspection. 


A license to engage as a masseur within this state shall be issued to the indi- 
vidual members of said board at the first meeting of said board upon payment 
of the regular fee as provided for in this act.’ 


Section 3. Section 66-2905, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘66-2905. Practicing without a license — license without examination. It shall 
be unlawful for any person to [engage in] practice the occupation of massage in 
any of its arts and sciences in this state without first obtaining a license as provided 
in this act. All persons engaged in the occupation of massage within this state 
for three (3) months prior to the passage of this law who have completed a course 
in massage and shall accompany said application with satisfactory evidence of good 
character and reputation may be licensed without further examination. 


When application for examination for license is regularly filed with the board, 
as provided in this act, the board may issue to the applicant a temporary permit 
to engage in the occupation of massage, which certificate shall be good until the 
next meeting of the board.’

‘66-2906. Application and fees for license. Any person wishing to engage in the, 
occupation of a masseur in this state after August 1, 1967, except those licensed 
under section 66-2905, shall make application to said board [of massage examiners] 
through the secretary-treasurer thereof, and upon such form and such manner as 
may be prescribed and directed by the board, at least fifteen (15) days prior to 
any meeting of said board. Each applicant shall hold a diploma or credentials issued 
by a recognized, approved school of massage [or like institution], certifying not less 
than one thousand (1,000) hours of study satisfactory to said school. Application 
shall be made in writing and shall be sworn to by some officer authorized to admin- 
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ister oaths, and shall recite the history of applicant’s educational qualifications, 
how long he has studied massage, from what school he holds a certificate, and the 
length of time he has engaged in the occupation of massage, accompanying the 
same with proof thereof by a diploma or certificate and shall accompany said appli- 
cation with satisfactory evidence of good character and reputation. 


There shall be paid to the secretary-treasurer of the [state] board [of massage 
examiners], by each applicant for a license, a fee of thirty-five dollars ($35) which 
shall accompany the application. Any applicant failing to pass said requirements 
shall be entitled within six (6) months to a re-examination upon payment of an 
additional fee of ten dollars ($10) but upon a third failure may not reapply for 
a period of one (1) year.’

The [state] board [of mas- 
sage examiners] may, after due hearing, refuse to grant, suspend, revoke or renew 
any license provided for in this act to a person, otherwise qualified, who obtained 
said license by fraudulent representation, for incompetency in practice, for use of 
untruthful or improbable statements to patrons or in his advertisements, for habit- 
ual intoxication, for failure to renew, or for unprofessional and immoral conduct, 
but said board may reissue a license after a lapse of not less than six (6) months, 
if in its judgment such act or acts and/or conditions of disqualification shall have 
been remedied. It shall be a violation of this act for any person engaged in the 
occupation of a masseur to advertise or assert as a licensee under this act that 
they diagnose or treat any disease, injury or illness.’ 


Section 6. Section 66-2909, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘66-2909. Renewal of license. Each license shall expire on the last day of Decem- 
ber in each year and shall be renewed then or thereafter, by the board, upon pay- 
ment of a renewal fee of not less than ten dollars ($10) or more than twenty-five 
dollars ($25) as set by the [state] board [of massage examiners]. Any licensee who 
fails to renew on or before December 31 of each year shall be required to pay, 
in addition to the renewal fee, a late renewal fee, in an amount not to exceed ten 
dollars ($10). Failure to so renew within thirty (30) days following December 31 
shall be cause for suspension or revocation of the license.’ 


Section 7. Section 66-2910, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘66-2910. Disposition of fees — receipts and disbursements. All examination and 
renewal fees received by the [state] board [of massage examiners] under this act 
shall be paid to the secretary-treasurer of said board, who shall at the end of each 
month deposit the same with the state treasurer, and the state treasurer shall place 
all money so received in an account in the earmarked revenue fund to the credit 
of the [state] board [of massage examiners] and shall pay the same out in warrants 
drawn by the state auditor, upon approved vouchers issued and signed by the presi- 
dent and secretary-treasurer of said board. All money so received and placed in 
said fund may be used by the [state] board [of massage examiners] in defraying 
their expenses in carrying out the provisions of this act. 


The secretary-treasurer shall keep a true and accurate account of all funds 
received and all vouchers issued by the board; and on the first day of December 
of each year, shall file with the governor of the state a report of all receipts and 
disbursements and the proceedings of said board for the fiscal year. 


The members of said board shall receive a per diem of [fifteen] twenty-five 
dollars [($15)] ($25) for each day during which they shall be actually engaged in 
the discharge of their duties, and mileage at the rate of ten cents ($.10) per mile 
, for each mile necessarily traveled in going to and from any meeting of said board. 


Per diem and mileage and all other expenses necessarily connected with said 
board shall be paid only out of the earmarked revenue fund of the [state] board 
lof massage examiners].’ 


Section 8. Section 66-2914, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


‘66-2914. Exemptions. The following classes of persons are exempt from this act: 
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1. Persons authorized by the laws of this state to practice medicine, surgery, 
osteopathy, chiropractic or chiropody. 


2. Persons who are registered or licensed under the laws of this state as nurses, 
practical nurses, physical therapists, barbers or cosmetologists. 


3. (Schools, Y.M.C.A. clubs, athletic clubs, and similar organizations who fur- 
nish massage to their players and members.) Or persons who may apply for and 
acquire from the board its approval for exemption which shall be granted or denied 
at the discretion of the board. 


4. Those persons who may have qualified for exemption under prior law shall 
be required by this act to qualify for exemption in the manner stated in this section 
before their exemption may be continued.”

The members of the board shall 
have been bona fide residents of this state for a period of at least three (3) years 
prior to such appointment. 


(3) The members of the board shall, upon entering on the duties of his office, 
take and subscribe to the oath specified in the constitution of the state of Montana, 
and such oath shall be filed in the office of the secretary of state of the state of 
Montana. 
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(4) The board shall have a seal with the words engraved thereon: “Water Well 
Contractor’s Examining Board,” and such seal shall be affixed to all writs, authen- 
tication of records, and other official proceedings of the board. The courts of this 
state shall take judicial notice of such seal. 


(5) The board may, in its discretion, employ a secretary and such other persons 
as may be necessary to perform the duties of the board, either upon a part-time 
basis or upon a full-time basis. Each appointed member of the board who is not 
a government employee shall receive, as compensation for his services, the sum 
of twenty dollars ($20) per day for each day actually engaged in the performance 
of the duties of his office, including time of travel between his home and the places 
at which he shall perform such duties, together with mileage and per diem expenses 
as provided by law. The state engineer and the director of environmental sanitation 
of the state board of health of the state of Montana shall receive no extra compen- 
sation for their services as members of the board.”

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Public Health, Welfare and Safety, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 652, respectfully report as follows: That 
Senate Bill No. 652 be amended as follows: 


Amend the title of the introduced bill, page 1, line 7, following the word 
“associates” by inserting the words “, social work aides,”; 


And further amend, beginning on page 1, line 12, by striking everything after 
the enacting clause and inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. Purpose of act. Since the profession of social work profoundly affects 
the lives of people in this state at times when they are particularly susceptible 
to social, economic, psychological, and other pressures and the problems created 
thereby, it is the purpose of this act to protect the public by setting standards of 
qualification, training and experience for those who seek to engage in the practice 
of social work and by promoting high standards of professional performance for 
those engaged in the profession of social work. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act: 


(1) ‘Department’ means the department of professional and occupational licens- 
ing. 
(2) ‘Board’ means the board of social work examiners established under this act. 


(3) ‘Social work’ means the professional activity of social intervention, helping 
individuals, groups, or communities through the practice of casework, group work, 
or community organization to resolve disruptions in their social existence or to 
enhance or restore their capacity for individual or social functioning and creating 
societal conditions favorable to this goal. 


(4) ‘Social work practice’ consists of the professional application of social work 
values as expressed in the code of ethics, principles, and techniques to one or more 
of the following ends: helping people obtain tangible services; individual counsel- 
ing, family therapies, and group therapies; helping communities, groups, or public 
agencies provide or improve child placement services, marital and family services, 
family planning services and improve other social and health services. 


(5) ‘The practice of social work’ requires knowledge of human development and 
behavior; of social, economic, political, and cultural institutions; and of the 
interaction of all these factors. 


Section 3. License required — exceptions. From and after the effective date of 
this act, no person may engage in the practice of social work unless he adheres 
to the National Association of Social Workers (NASW) code of ethics and is licensed 
under this act as a certified social worker or social worker, and no social work 
associate, social work aide or social work trainee may practice except under the 
supervision of a certified social worker or social worker. Nothing in this act, how- 
ever, shall be construed to prevent physicians, surgeons, psychologists, psychia- 
trists, rehabilitation counselors, attorneys, school counselors, employment coun- 
selors, counselors, community health nurses, probation officers, parole officers, or 
members of the clergy from working within the standards and ethics of their 
respective professions and callings providing they do not hold themselves out to 
the public by any title or description of services as being engaged in the practice 
of social work. Any profession licensed under the laws of this state is exempt from 
the provisions of this act. Students enrolled in accredited programs of study leading 
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to social work degrees may practice only under the supervision as provided for by 
the Council on Social Work Education (CSWE). 


Section 4. Limitations on use of titles. From and after the effective date of this 
act, no person may represent himself as a social worker by using that title, or the 
titles ‘certified social worker’, ‘social worker’, ‘social work associate’, ‘social work 
aide’, or ‘social work trainee’, or by any other title embracing or implying the title 
of ‘certified social worker’, ‘social worker’, ‘social work associate’, ‘social work aide’, 
or ‘social work trainee’, or by the use of the letters ‘CSW’, “SW’, ‘SWAssoc.’, ‘SWA’ 
or ‘SWT’, unless licensed under this act within the category to which such title 
appertains. 


Section 5. Board of social work examiners — appointment — term — removal 
— compensation — organization. 


(1) The governor shall appoint within the department a board of social work 
examiners consisting of nine (9) members, one (1) of whom shall be a certified social 
worker, one (1) of whom shall be a social worker, one (1) of whom shall be a social 
work associate, and one (1) of whom shall be a social work aide, and one (1) of 
whom shall be a social work trainee, and all of whom shall be licensed under the 
provisions of this act, and four (4) other members who shall represent consumers 
of services; except that members comprising the certified social worker, social 
worker, social work associate, social work aide and social work trainee on the board 
as first established shall be persons who are eligible for licensing as certified social 
worker, social worker, social work associate, social work aide and social work 
trainee, respectively, and who shall, within the time allowed for initial licensing 
under section 8 hereof, obtain their licenses. 


(2) The term of office of each member shall be for three (3) years; provided, 
however, that of the members first appointed, three (3) shall be appointed for a 
term of two (2) years, three (3) shall be appointed for a term of three (3) years, 
and three (3) shall be appointed for a term of four (4) years. 


(3) Members of the board can be removed from office at the discretion of the 
governor. - 


(4) The legislature shall provide by law for the compensation of the members 
of the board. 


(5) The board shall be within the department, and the rules governing its orga- 
nization, meeting and management shall be promulgated by the department. 


Section 6. Issuance of license — approval of board — qualifications. Licenses 
for certified social workers, social workers, social work associates, social work aides, 
and social work trainees will be issued by the department, but the issuance of any 
such license is expressly contingent upon the approval by the board of the applica- 


Hee sor such license, and no license shall be issued without such approval by the 
oard. 


(1) The board shall approve a license to an applicant for a certified social worker 
license only to an applicant who: 


(a) has a doctorate or master’s degree from a school of social work approved 
by the CSWE; and has passed an examination, written and/or oral, prepared by 
the board for this purpose; and has three (3) letters of positive recommendation; 
and has completed two (2) years of post doctorate or master’s experience under the 
supervision of a licensed certified social worker; or 


(b) is at the time of his application a member of the academy of certified social 
workers of the national association of social workers (N ASW); or 


(c) has been licensed as a ‘social worker’ under this act: has a baccalaureate 
degree; and has completed twelve (12) years of experience of which the last three 
(3) must be under the Supervision of a licensed certified social worker; and has 
passed an examination, written and/or oral, prepared by the board for this purpose; 
and has three (3) letters of positive recommendation. 


(2) The board shall approve a license to an applicant for a social worker license 
only to an applicant who: 
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(a) has a master’s degree in social work from a program approved by the CSWE; 
or 


(b) has a baccalaureate degree in social work or in a social welfare program 
approved by the CSWE; and two (2) years of experience in a social work capacity 
under the supervision of a licensed certified social worker or licensed social worker; 
or 


(c) has a baccaiaureate degree in another field, two (2) years experience in a 
social work capacity under the supervision of a licensed certified social worker or 
a licensed social worker; and has completed courses equivalent to a social work 
or social welfare program approved by the CSWE; or 


(d) has a baccalaureate degree in another field with four (4) years experience 
under the supervision of a licensed certified social worker or licensed social worker; 
or 


(e) in any case, has passed an examination, written and/or oral, prepared by 
the board for this purpose; and has three (3) letters of positive recommendation. 


(5) The board shall approve a license to an applicant for a social work trainee 
license only to an applicant who: 


(a) has reached the age of majority 


(b) has passed an examination, written and/or oral, prepared by the board for 
this purpose. 


Section 7. Temporary or provisional license. A temporary or provisional license 
may be granted upon petition and documentation for such petition to the board. 


Section 8. Alternative qualifications. (1) Any applicant who is a member of the 
academy of certified social workers of the national association of social workers 
at the time of his application for a license shall be considered as having met the 
requirements for a license as a certified social worker without the necessity of 
taking further examination. 


(2) Any person who has a doctorate or master’s degree from a school of social 
work approved by the CSWE and who, on the effective date of this act, is actively 
engaged in the practice of social work in Montana, shall be eligible for licensing 
as a certified social worker without the necessity of taking further examination, 
provided that he files his application for such license within six (6) months after 
the board has been fermally constituted and has completed not less than two (2) 
years post doctorate or master’s degree experience in social work under the super- 
vision of a member of the ACSW or a social worker having a master’s or doctorate 
degree in social work. 


(3) Any person who, not having a master’s degree or doctorate from a school 
of social work approved by the CSWE, but who, on the effective date of this act, 
is actively engaged in the practice of social work in Montana, shall be eligible for 
licensing as a social worker or social work associate without the necessity of taking 
further examination, provided that he files his application for such license within 
six (6) months after the board has been formally constituted. 


(4) An applicant shall be exempt from the requirements of this act for the li- 
cense for which he applies herein if he satisfies the board that he is licensed or 
registered under the laws of a state or territory of the United States which imposes 
substantially the same requirements for the license applied for and with which 
this state has reciprocal rights of licensing. 


Section 9. Private, independent practice — requirements. After the effective 


date of this act, no person may engage in the private and independent practice 
of social work unless he is: 


(1) licensed under this act as a certified social worker. 


Section 10. List of licenses. In addition to the duties set forth in other provi- 
sions of this act, the department shall annually publish a list of the names and 
addresses of all persons who are: 
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(1) licensed certified social workers under this act; 
(2) licensed social workers under this act; 
(3) licensed social work associates under this act; 


(4) licensed social work aides under this act; 
(5) licensed social work trainees under this act; or 


(6) eligible to engage in the private, independent practice of social work under 
this act. 


Section 11. Duties of the board. In addition to the duties set forth elsewhere 
in this act, the board shall: 


(1) recommend to the governor and the state legislature modifications and 
amendments to this act; 


(2) promulgate, under the applicable provisions of the Montana Administrative 
Procedure Act, rules and regulations that set professional and practice standards 
for certified social workers, social workers, social work associates, social work aides, 
and social work trainees and such other rules and regulations as may be reasonably 
necessary for the administration of this act and to carry out the purpose thereof; 


(3) recommend to the department modifications and amendments of its rules 
and regulations; 


(4) recommend to the appropriate law enforcement agencies of the state prose- 
cutions for violations of this act or the bringing of civil actions to seek injunctions 
or other civil relief against violations hereof; and 


(5) act in an advisory capacity to the department in all matters pertaining to 
the administration and purposes of this act. 


Section 12. Nonrenewal, suspension, revocation, reinstitution, of license — 
hearing — grounds. The board may refuse to approve renewal, or may suspend 
or revoke, or may reinstate any license issued under this act upon a hearing under 
the applicable provisions of the Montana Administrative Procedure Act, if it finds 
that the person: 


(1) is guilty of any conduct defined as a misdemeanor in this act; 
(2) has been grossly negligent in the practice of social work; or 
(3) has violated one (1) or more of the rules of the department. 


Section 13. Review of board determinations — notice — record. Determinations 
of the board under section 12 of this act are reviewable as provided in the Montana 
Administrative Procedure Act. The board shall notify the department promptly 
when any such determination made by the board shall have become final, of the 
nature of the determination, and the department shall enter upon its records the 


fact of revocation, failure to renew, suspension, or restoration, as the case may 
be. 


Section 14. Effective date of licenses — renewal period — application for 
renewal. (1) All licenses are effective as of the date of issuance by the department 
and shall expire on the last day of the month in the calendar year that is exactly 
two (2) years from the calendar year and month in which the license is issued. 


(2) If an application for renewal of an existing license is made within ninety 
(90) days from and after the date of expiration of the license for which renewal 
is sought, such application for renewal shall be deemed timely, and the practice 
of the licensee during such period and while the board is acting upon the applica- 
tion for renewal shall not be deemed a violation of this act. 


(3) Application for renewal shall be made upon a form provided by the depart- 


ment and upon the payment of the renewal fee, which shall not exceed twenty- 
five dollars ($25). 


Section 15. Fees. (1) Application, renewal, reciprocity, and examination fees 
shall be established by the board in their rules. 
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(2) Fees collected under this act are non-refundable and shall be credited to 
the board. 


(3) Initial fees for applicants shall not exceed thirty-five dollars ($35), and 
examination fees shall be determined on the basis of the cost and expense of admin- 
istering the examinations. 


Section 16. Confidential information — exceptions. No person licensed under 
this act shall disclose any information he may have acquired from persons consult- 
ing him in his professional capacity except:”;

41-1202. Duties of [state apprenticeship council] department of labor and indus- 
try. (1) The [state apprenticeship council by a majority vote,] department of 
labor and industry shall: 


[(1) encourage and promote] (a) Promote the making of apprenticeship 
agreements conforming to the standards established by or in accordance with this 
act; 


_ ((2) register] (b) Register such apprenticeship agreements as are in the best 
interests of the apprenticeship and conform to the standards established by or in 
accordance with this act; 


[((3) keep] (c) Keep a record of apprenticeship agreements and upon perfor- 
mance thereof issue certificates of completion of apprenticeship; 


[((4) terminate] (d) Terminate or cancel any apprenticeship agreements in 
accordance with the provisions of such agreements; [and who] 
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[(5) may] (e) Have authority to act to bring about the settlement of differ- 
ences arising out of the apprenticeship agreement where such differences cannot 
be adjusted locally or in accordance with the established trade procedure. 


(2) Related and supplemental instruction for apprentices, [co-ordination] coordi- 
nation of instruction with job experiences, and the selection and training of teach- 
ers and [co-ordinators] coordinators for such instruction shall be the responsibility 
of state and local boards responsible for vocational education. 


Section 2. Section 41-1203, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


41-1203. Local and state joint apprenticeship committees. Local and state joint 
apprenticeship committees may be approved, in any trade or group of trades, in 
cities or trade areas, by the [apprenticeship council] department of labor and indus- 
try whenever the apprentice training needs of [such] the trade or group of trades 
justifies [such] the establishment. [Such local] Local or state joint apprenticeship 
committees shall be composed of an equal number of employer and employee repre- 
sentatives chosen from names submitted by the respective local or state employer 
and employee organizations in [such] the trade or group of trades. In a trade or 
group of trades in which there is no bona fide employer or employee organization, 
the joint committee shall be composed of persons known to represent the interests 
of employers and of employees respectively, or a state joint apprenticeship commit- 
tee may be approved as{, or the council may act itself as,] the joint committee in 
such trade or group of trades. Subject to the review of the [council] department 
and in accordance with the standards established by this act and by the [council] 
department, such committee shall devise standards for apprenticeship agreements 
and give such aid as may be necessary in their operation, in their respective trades 
and localities. 


Section 3. Section 41-1204, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


41-1204. Standards for apprenticeship agreements. Standards for apprenticeship 
agreements are as follows: 


(1) A statement of the trade or craft to be taught and the required hours for 
completion of apprenticeship which shall be not less than four thousand (4000) 
hours of reasonably continuous employment. 


(2) A statement of the processes in the trade or craft divisions in which the 
apprentice is to be taught and the approximate amount of time to be spent at each 
process. 


(3) A statement of the number of hours to be spent by the apprentice in work 
and the number of hours to be spent in related and supplemental instruction which 
instruction shall be not less than one hundred forty-four (144) hours per year. 


(4) A statement that apprentices shall be not less than sixteen (16) years of 
age. 


(5) A statement of the progressively increasing scale of wages to be paid the 
apprentice. 


(6) Provision for a period of probation during which the [apprenticeship council, 
when authorized by the council] department of labor and industry shall be directed 
to terminate an apprenticeship agreement at the request in writing of any party 
thereto. After the probationary period the [apprenticeship council, when authorized 
by the council, shall be empowered to] department of labor and industry may 
terminate the registration of an apprentice upon agreement of the parties. 


(7) Provision that the services of the [apprentice council] department of labor 
and industry may be utilized for consultation regarding the settlement of differ- 
ences arising out of the apprenticeship agreement where [such] the differences 
cannot be adjusted locally or in accordance with the established trade procedure. 


(8) Provision that if an employer is unable to fulfill his obligation under the 
apprenticeship agreement he may transfer such obligation to another employer. 


(9) Such additional standards as may be prescribed in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 
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Section 4. Section 41-1709, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 
41-1709. Definitions. Unless context requires otherwise, in this act: 


(1) [’Board’ means the industrial accident board of the state of Montana.] 
‘Division’ means the division of workmen’s compensation of the Montana depart- 
ment of labor and industry. 


(2) ‘Employer’ is defined as in section [92-410] 92-410.1, R.C.M. 1947. 


(3) ‘Code’ means a standard body of rules for safety formulated, adopted and 
issued by the [board] division under the provisions of this act. 


(4) ‘Employee’ and ‘workmen’ are defined as in section 92-411, R.C.M. 1947. 


(5) ‘Amendment’ means such modification or change in a code as shall be 
intended to be of universal or general application. 


(6) ‘Variation’ means a special, limited modification or change in the code which 
is applicable only to the particular place of employment of the employer or person 
petitioning for such modification or change. 


Section 5. Section 41-1713, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


41-1713. [Board’s] Division’s powers—{duty to establish department of safety 
under a safety director—Jrule-making power—subpoena and other powers. In the 
administration of this act the [board] division: 


(1) Is vested with full power and jurisdiction over, and shall have such super- 
vision of, every employment and place of employment in this state as may be neces- 
sary to enforce and administer all laws and all lawful orders requiring such 
employment and places of employment to be safe and requiring the protection of 
the life and safety of every employee in such employment or place of employment. 


(2) Shall [establish a department of safety under the supervision of a safety 
director, to be appointed by the board, to] carry out the provisions of this act. [The 
safety director shall be a person with at least two (2) years’ experience or training 
in the field of industrial safety. ] 


(3) May [make, establish, promulgate] adopt and enforce all necessary and 
reasonable rules and provisions for the purpose of carrying this act into effect and 
in reference to the investigation of all violations of this act and fix and set the 
time and place for all hearings which may be necessary or expedient for the purpose 
of carrying the provisions of this act into effect. 


(4) May on its own motion or at the request of others, subpoena witnesses, 
administer oaths, take depositions and fix the fees and mileage of witnesses and 
compel the attendance of witnesses and the production of papers, books, accounts, 
documents and testimony in any inquiry, investigation, hearing or proceeding in 
any part of this state, and the [board] division shall provide for defraying the 
expenses thereof. 


Section 6. Section 41-1718, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


41-1718. Notice of violation of safety code, order or rule — penalties for violations 
— hearings — injunction authorized. (1) The [board or authorized representative 
thereof with the approval of the board, or the safety director] division, upon finding 
[any] a violation of [any] a duly [promulgated] adopted safety code, order or rule 
involving failure to install or maintain any safety appliance, device or safeguard 
required by [such] the safety order, code, or rule, may prohibit the further use of 
the machine, equipment, or apparatus constituting [such] the violation, and when 
[such] the use is prohibited shall post notice in an appropriate place in plain view 
of any person likely to use the same calling attention to the unsafe condition, 
defect, or lack of safeguard and the fact that the further use thereof is prohibited. 


(2) The notice required by subsection (1) of this section shall not be removed 
until the required safety appliance, device or safeguard complies with the require- 
ment of the safety order or safety code. 


(3) Every person who, after the notice required by subsection (1) of this section 
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is posted as provided in that subsection, uses or operates any place of employment, 
machine, device, apparatus or equipment referred to in subsection (1) of this section 
before it is made safe and the required safeguards or safety appliances or devices 
are provided, or who defaces or destroys or removes any notice required by subsec- 
tion (1) of this section without the authority of the [board] division, or who fails 
or refuses to file a report of accident as required by section 92-808, R.C.M. 1947, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor and, in addition to the punishment provided for mis- 
demeanors, is subject to a civil penalty in an amount of not more than one thousand 
dollars ($1,000). The civil penalty may be imposed and collected by the [board] divi- 
sion in an action brought in the name of the state of Montana in the county in 
which the employer resides or in which he employs workmen. Any penalty collected 
under this subsection shall be paid into the industrial accident administrative 
earmarked revenue account. 


(4) Any person aggrieved by an order prohibiting the use of the machine, 
equipment, apparatus or place of employment as provided for in this section may 
request a hearing before the [board] division within twenty (20) days after entry 
of such order. The [board] division shall then affirm, modify or revoke the order 
and all procedures of this act relative to entry of orders, rehearing and appeal shall 
apply. 


(5) In addition to all other remedies provided in this act, the [board] division 
may bring an action to enjoin any violation of any duly [promulgated] adopted 
safety order, code, or rule. 


Section 7. Section 41-1720, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


41-1720. Order of closure or for cessation of work where place of employment 
an immediate menace to life or safety. The [board or authorized representative 
thereof, with the approval of the board, or the safety director,] division may order 
any place of employment closed, or the work therein to cease if it is found that 
the place of employment is in such an unsafe condition as to constitute an immedi- 
ate menace to the life or safety of the workmen employed therein. Any such order 
of closure or for cessation of work shall be expressly limited to only that portion 
of the plant, installation or facility as is directly and immediately affected by the 
unsafe condition constituting an immediate menace to the life and safety of the 
workmen employed therein. Upon issuance of any such order, the [board or safety 
director] division shall fix a place and time, not later than twenty-four (24) hours 
thereafter, for a hearing to be held before the [board] division. Not more than 
twenty-four (24) hours after the commencement of the hearing, and without 
adjournment thereof, the [board] division shall affirm, modify, or set aside the 
order. Nothing. in this section [shall empower] empowers the [safety director] divi- 
sion to determine that any employment or place of employment is in an unsafe 
condition on the basis of the number or qualifications of employees operating such 
employment or place of employment unless a specific rule adopted after public hear- 
ing is violated. Provided that for those employments or places of employment for 
which no code has been adopted and where it is found by the [safety director] divi- 
sion that such place of employment is in such an unsafe condition as to constitute 
an immediate menace to the life or safety of the workmen there employed, the 
[safety director] division may order that portion of the plant, installation or facility 
as is directly and immediately affected by such unsafe condition closed for a period 
not to exceed four (4) hours unless such period be extended by order of the [board] 
division. 

Section 8. Section 41-1733, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


41-1733. Occupational health hazards. The [board] division shall report occupa- 
tional health hazards discovered in its investigations and inspection of places of 
employment to the [state board] department of health and environmental sciences 
and shall [co-operate] cooperate with the [state board] department of health and 
environmental sciences in carrying out its duties as specified in Title 69, chapter 
42, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 9. Section 50-119, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


50-119. Definitions. ‘Authorized representative’ means mine inspector or any 
other person employed or authorized by the [industrial accident board] division of 
workmen’s compensation to perform any and all duties under this act. [‘Board’] 
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‘Division’ means the [industrial accident board of the state of Montana] division 
of workmen’s compensation of the department of labor and industry. ‘Corporation’ 
means a body formed and authorized by law to act as a single person although 
constituted by one or more persons and legally endowed with various rights and 
duties including the capacity of succession.

‘Mine’ means any mine (or excavation) when clay, metallic ore, mineral, 
gypsum, or rock is dug or mined whether on surface or underground, where metal- 
bearing ores or nonmetallic mineral commodities (exclusive of coal or lignite) are 
dug or mined whether at the surface or underground. ‘Notice’ means a written 
notice, work order or correction notice issued by an authorized representative of 
the [board] division, which notice specifies a violation(s) and directs or recommends 
corrective measures and may specify a definite date or time in which to abate said 
violation(s). ‘Occupational Health’ means any of those health conditions that occur 
as a result of employment in a mine. ‘Order’ means and includes any decision, rule, 
regulation, direction, requirement, or standard set, adopted, or issued by the [board] 
division, or any other determination or decision made by the [board] division. 


Section 10. Section 71-1001, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


71-1001. Definitions. (a) ‘Payments’ means money payments to persons having 
silicosis as herein defined. 


(b) ‘Silicosis’ means a fibrotic condition of the lungs due to the inhalation of 
silica dust. 


(c) ‘Examining board’ [shall mean] means well-qualified physician or physi- 
clans, as designated by the [industrial accident board] division of workmen’s 
compensation of the department of labor and industry. 


Section 11. Section 71-1002, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows:

‘Order’ [shall mean and include] means any decision, 
rule, regulation, direction, requirement, or standard of the [board] division, or any 
other determination arrived at or decision made by [such board, excepting general 
or local orders as herein specified. |the division. 


Section 18. Section 92-502, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


92-502. When compensation to beneficiaries[, major or minor dependents] or 
widow or widower ceases. If any beneficiaries [or major or minor dependents] of 
a deceased employee die, or if the widow or widower remarry, the right of such 
beneficiary or [major or minor dependent or such] widow or widower to compen- 
sation under this act shall cease. 


Section 19. Section 92-608, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


92-608. Compensation in case of death of employee — determination of benefi-

the bonds or evidence of indebtedness of any individuals or corporations which the

acter and amount of [such] the securities shall at all times be subject to approval, 
revision, or change by the [board] division as in its judgment may be required, 
and upon proof of the final payment of the liability for which [such] the securities 
are given, such securities, or any remaining part thereof, shall be returned to the 
depositor.

in which he is working at the time of his disablement. 


[2.] (3) ‘Award’ means the finding or decision of the [board] division as to the 
amount of compensation due any disabled employee or the dependents of any 
deceased employee. 


[3. ‘Board’ means the industrial accident board of the state of Montana.] 
[4.] (4) ‘Compensation’ means the payments and benefits provided in this act. 


[5.] (5) ‘Disablement’ means the event of becoming physically incapacitated by 
reason of an occupational disease as defined in this act from performing any work 
for remuneration or profit. ‘Silicosis,’ as defined in this act, when complicated by 
active pulmonary tuberculosis, shall be presumed to be total disablement. 
‘Disability,’ ‘disabled,’ ‘total disability,’ or ‘totally disabled’ shall be synonymous 
with ‘disablement,’ but they shall have no reference to ‘partial permanent disabil- 
ity.’ Provided that in the event of death or disability due to pneumoconiosis the 
following shall apply: 


[a.] (a) Ifa miner who is suffering or has suffered from pneumoconiosis was 
employed for ten (10) years or more in one (1) or more coal mines there shall be 
rebuttable presumption that his pneumoconiosis arose out of such employment. 


[b.] (b) If a deceased miner was employed for ten (10) years or more in one 
(1) or more coal mines and died from a respirable disease there shall be a rebuttable 
presumption that his death was due to pneumoconiosis. 


[c.] (c) If a miner is suffering or suffered from a chronic dust disease of the 
lung which (1) when diagnosed by chest roentgenogram yields one (1) or more large 
opacities (greater than one centimeter in diameter) and would be classified in cate- 
gory A, B, or C in the international classification of radiographs of the 
pneumoconioses by the international labor organization, (2) when diagnosed by 
biopsy or autopsy, yields massive lesions in the lung, or (3) when diagnosis is made 
by other means, would be a condition which would reasonably be expected to yield 
results described in clause (1) or (2) if diagnosis had been made in the manner . 
prescribed in the clause (1) or (2) then there shall be an irrebuttable presumption 
that he is totally disabled due to pneumoconiosis or that his death was due to 
pneumoconiosis, as the case may be. 


[6.] (6) The terms ‘employee,’ ‘workman,’ and ‘operative,’ as used herein, [shall 
mean} means: 


(a) Every person in the service of the state, and of a county, city, town, munici- 
pal corporation, or school district, including the regular members of lawfully consti- 
tuted police and fire departments of cities and towns. 


(b) Every person in the service of any employer subject to this act as hereinafter 
defined or to whom such employer is required to secure compensation under this 
act, including aliens and minors legally or illegally permitted to work for hire, 
but not including a person whose employment is casual and is not in the usual 
course of trade, business, or occupation of the employer, and not including agricul- 
tural workers and domestic servants unless the employer shall so elect. 


[7.] (7) ‘Beneficiary’ means [and shall include] a surviving wife or husband and 
a surviving child or children under the age of eighteen (18) years and an invalid 
child or invalid children over the age of eighteen (18) years, or if no surviving 
wife or husband then a surviving child or children under the age of eighteen (18) 
years and an invalid child or invalid children over the age of eighteen (18) years[;]. 
[provided, however, that] However, no invalid child over the age of eighteen (18) 
years shall be considered a beneficiary unless dependent upon the decendent for 
support at the time of disablement. 


[8.] (8) ‘Major dependent’ means if there be no beneficiary as defined in a pre- 
ceding section, the father or mother, or the survivor of them, if actually dependent 
upon the decendent at the time of his disablement, then to the extent of such 
apt not to exceed, however, the maximum compensation provided for in

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[9.] (9) ‘Minor dependent’ means if there be no beneficiary or major dependent 
as defined in the preceding section the brothers and sisters under the age of 
eighteen (18) years[,].[provided, however, that] However, no invalid brother or 
invalid sister over the age of eighteen (18) years shall be a ‘minor dependent’ unless 
actually dependent upon the decedent at the time of his disablement. Minor 
dependents shall be awarded compensations to the extent of such dependency, not 
to exceed, however, the maximum compensation provided for in this act.

{11.] (11) ‘Child’ shall include a posthumous child, a stepchild, a child legally 
adopted prior to the disablement, and illegitimate child legitimized prior to the 
disablement.

(13)"Wages’ means the average daily wages received by the employee at 
the time of the disablement for the usual hours of employment in a day, and over- 
time is not to be considered.

(a) A fee [of not more than five cents (5¢)] per hundredweight on the total 
volume of all milk subject to this act produced and sold by a producer-distributor. 


(b) A fee [of not more than two and one-half cents (2 42¢)] per hundredweight 
on the total volume of all milk subject to this act sold by a producer. 


(c) A fee [of not more than two and one-half cents (2 %¢)] per hundredweight 
on the total volume of all milk subject to this act sold by a distributor, excepting 
that which is sold to another distributor. 


The department shall adopt rules fixing the amount of each fee. The amounts 
may not exceed levels sufficient to provide for the administration of this act. The 
fee assessed on a producer or on a distributor may not be more than one-half (2) 
the fee assessed on a producer-distributor. 


Said assessment upon producer-distributors, producers, and distributors shall be 
paid quarterly on or before the fifteenth (15th) day of July, October, January and 
April of each year, and the amount of such assessment shall be computed by apply- 
ing the fee designated by the [board] department to the volume of milk sold in 
the calendar quarter immediately preceding. 


Failure of any producer, producer-distributor, or distributor to pay said assess- 
ment when due shall constitute violation of the act and his license under this act 
shall thereupon automatically terminate and be null and void and of no effect. 
Reinstatement of a license so terminated shall be effected by payment of a delin- 
quency fee equal to thirty per cent (30%) of the assessment which was due.

The department of revenue shall pursuant to section 4-119 and this act, 
adopt regulations governing the conduct of activities licensed in this act and shall 
provide in such regulations that no licensee issued a license pursuant to this section 
shall pay to any person, his agents or employees licensed to sell at retail or whole- 
sale, liquor or beer in this state, any consideration whatsoever to purchase, sell 
or promote liquor or beer in this state. 


(4) No person within this state shall: 


[(2)] (a) exhibit or display, or permit to be exhibited or displayed, any sign 
or poster containing the words “bar,” “bar room,” “saloon,” “tavern,” “wines,” 
“spirits,” or “liquors” or words of like import[;], unless permitted by the regulation 
of the department of revenue and then only in accordance with such regulation; 


[(3)] (b) exhibit or display, or permit to be exhibited or displayed, any adver- 
tisement or notice of or concerning liquor by an electric or illuminated sign, con- 
trivance or device or on any hoarding signboard, billboard or other like place in 
public view or by any of the means aforesaid, advertise any liquor|.], [This subsec- 
tion shall not apply to any advertisement respecting beer or malt liquor on a brew- 
ery or premises where beer or malt liquor may be lawfully stored or kept by a 
brewer under the law; provided that such last mentioned advertisement has first 
been permitted in writing by the board and then subject to the directions of the 
board;] unless permitted by the regulation of the department of revenue and then 
only in accordance with such regulation; 


[(4)] (c) exhibit, publish, or display, or permit to be exhibited, published or 
displayed, any other advertisement, or form of advertisement, or any other 
announcement, publication or price list of or concerning liquor or where or from 
whom the same may be had, obtained or purchased, unless permitted so to do by 
the regulations, and then only in accordance with such regulations[;].

February 28, 1974

1. That on the nineteenth day of March 1973, at the request of several legis- 
lators, the legislative audit committee requested and directed the legislative auditor 
to perform a comprehensive audit of the workmen’s compensation division as soon 
as the legislative auditor had completed other audits so that sufficient audit staff 
was available to undertake this audit. 


2. That in accordance with said instructions on the twenty-third day of July 
1973, the legislative auditor began a detailed audit of the records and files of the 
workmen’s compensation division. 


3. That during the course of said audit, the legislative auditor discovered evi- 
dence of apparent violations of penal statutes and, as provided by law on the fourth 
day of December 1973, reported the same in writing to the attorney general. 


4. That the attorney general immediately thereafter undertook to investigate 
the matters referred to him by the legislative auditor and within the scope of the 
appropriate rules of law and cannons of ethics has conferred with and advised the 
legislative audit committee of the course, scope and progress of his investigation. 


5. That although the legislative auditor and the attorney general have both 
worked diligently on the audit and the investigation, because of the great volumes 
of files and records involved neither the audit nor the investigation has been com- 
pleted, and it is in the best interests of the state of Montana and all persons con- 
nected with this matter that any report from the legislative auditor or the attorney 
general await the completion of the audit and investigation.

_ Further amend by striking all of the bill following the enacting clause, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. Short title. This act may be cited as the ‘Montana Saline Alkali 
Correction Act.’ 


Section 2. Statement of policy. The legislature, recognizing that saline-alkali 
damage to soil, water, wildlife, human health and livestock stems from basic natu- 
ral conditions in this area, is a geologic-hydrologic-ecologic phenomenon and is 
causing serious deterioration to rangeland, irrigated and dry cropland and pasture, 
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and ground and surface water supplies, with grave economic and ecological losses, 
declares that it is the continuing policy of the state of Montana, in cooperation 
with federal and local government and other concerned public and private agencies, 
to establish and maintain a positive, unified, interdisciplinary, interdepartmental 
and intergovernmental effort across the entire ecological spectrum to correct and 
prevent saline-alkali damage for this and future generations of Montanans and 
to correct and prevent saline-alkali pollution of Montana’s waters for downstream 
users. 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this act: 


(1) ‘Saline soils’ means those soils containing sufficient soluble salts to impair 
the growth of crop plants. 


(2) ‘Alkali or sodic soils’ means those soils in which the continued impact of 
sodium salts has caused sodium to become an important constituent of the clay. 
These soils may not contain soluble salts in any considerable quantity but their 
chemical and physical properties have been so altered that plant growth is 
impaired. 


(3) ‘Saline-alkali soils’ means those soils containing the characteristics of both 
classes. : 


(4) ‘Department’ means the department of state lands provided for in title 82A, 
chapter 11. 


Section 4. Saline-alkali planning council established — composition — powers. 


(1) There is created a saline-alkali planning council, located within the depart- 
ment of state lands for administrative purposes only, as prescribed by section 
82A-108. 


(2) The council is composed of seven (7) persons appointed by the governor with 
the approval of the senate. A majority of the council must be farmers or stockmen 
who derive the major portion of their income from the land, and consideration shall 
be given to a member of a soil conservation district. Not more than four (4) mem- 
bers of the board may be affiliated with the same political party. 


(3) The council shall adopt and may amend a comprehensive plan to correct 
and prevent saline-alkali damage to lands and waters in the state. 


(4) The council shall approve or reject the appointment of an administrator of 
saline-alkali control programs by the commissioner of state lands. 


(5) The council shall adivse the commissioner of state lands and the board of 
lands commissioners as to budget requests, proposed legislation and other policies, 
and administrative measures, all in connection with the programs authorized by 
this act. 


(6) The board is designated as a quasi-judicial board for purposes of section 
82A-112. Any farmer, stockman or landowner affected by operation of this act is 
entitled to file a complaint with the board and to be heard under the provisions 
of the Montana Administrative Procedure Act. The board may instruct the depart- 
mentis) concerned to take corrective action to resolve grievances that are found 
to be valid. 


(7) The board shall be assisted and supported by an intergovernmental saline- 
alkali technical advisory committee appointed by the governor as prescribed in 
section 82A-110, R.C.M. 1947. Within the rules, policies, per diem, expense and 
pay costs of their respective agencies, the heads of Montana state offices or regional 
offices of the following agencies or their designated representatives may serve on 
the technical advisory committee: 


(a) United States bureau of land management; 
(b) United States bureau of reclamation; 
(c) United States bureau of sport fisheries and wildlife; 


(d) United States corps of engineers; 
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(e) United States environmental protection agency; 

(f) United States forestry service; 

(g) United States geological survey; 

(h) agricultural research service of United States department of agriculture; 


(i) agriculture stabilization and conservation service of United States depart- 
ment of agriculture; and 


(j) soil conservation service of United States department of agriculture. 


Section 5. Duties of department. The department of state lands shall have, 
subject to and within the framework of the comprehensive plan adopted by the 
saline-alkali planning council, the following duties: 


The department shall: 


(1) inventory, specify and define damage and known corrective action for all 
known facets of saline-alkali conditions in the environment including, but not 
limited to, all governmentally and privately owned range, crop, and other land, 
human health, livestock, all ground and surface water, and other natural resources 
such as fish and wildlife; 


(2) establish and maintain the ecological perspective embodied in the Montana 
environmental policy act by developing a definition of the saline-alkali problem 
in the geologic-hydrologic frame of reference. Both saline and sodic soils shall be 
included; : 


(3) assemble and review current data on all aspects of saline-alkali research 
from agencies and sources in and out of state; 


(4) devote special attention to agricultural practices including erosion control, 
dryland farming, improved farm management, irrigation and improved water 
management, and range renovation and management in an effort to develop reme- 
dial procedures for the control and correction of saline-alkali damage. Correction 
of saline-alkali damage, as related to dryland farming, shall be included in this 
function of the department; 


(5) coordinate efforts and resources of state agencies, including the university 
system, and cooperate with federal agencies to insure that there is a minimum 
of duplication and that available expertise of the appropriate state and federal 
agencies is utilized in carrying out the purposes of this act. The department shall 
also actively involve landowners, farmers and stockmen in decisions leading to a 
solution of saline-alkali problems; 


(6) establish rapid and full flow of saline-alkali data between all agencies con- 
cerned to minimize response time and damage to human health and economic 
losses; 


(7) identify potential sources of gifts, grants, and donations and actively seek 
such funding for special and general research, information, education, and all other 
activities consistent with the purposes of this act; 


(8) contract with or allocate funds, appropriated or received, to state and federal 
agencies, including the university system, which have the expertise necessary to 
conduct research in specialized areas of saline-alkali problems; 


(9) publish and disseminate information, through the Montana extension 
service or other appropriate agency, to landowners and other interested persons 
concerning the nature of saline-alkali damage and measures which may be taken 
to prevent or correct such damage; 


(10) assist persons, groups and organizations by developing and implementing 
equitable financial and other incentives to encourage adoption of corrective mea- 
sures by landowners and producers. Such incentives may include reimbursement 
for loss of income on cash crop, crop-sharing in remedial and preventive projects, 
and low-cost testing of water, salt and alkali samples; 


(11) develop recommendations for interfarm, inter-county, interstate, and inter- 
national coordination and correction of saline-alkali problems; 
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- 


(12) develop and publish annually, executive and legislative recommendations 
to prevent and correct saline-alkali damage. 


Section 6. Powers of the department. In performing its duties under section 5 
of this act, the department may: 


(1) receive gifts, grants or donations for any activities specified in the provisions 
of this act, and to use and expend the same in compliance with the conditions of 
said gifts, grants and donations, provided such conditions are valid under the laws 
of the state of Montana; and 


(2) apply for and accept grants from the federal government and private founda- 
tions and organizations to aid in its duties under this act.”;

‘Sports pools’ means a card divided 
into squares or spaces with the names of the participants in the pool written within 
such squares or spaces, for which consideration in money is paid by the person 
playing for each square or space for the chance to win money or other items of 
value on any sports event wherein the participants in such sports event are natural 
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persons or animals. The card used for recording the pool and upon which the 
squares or spaces appear shall clearly state in advance of the sale of any chances 
the number of chances to be sold in that specific pool, the name of the event, the 
consideration to be paid for each chance and the total amount to be paid to the 
winners. 


No chance to participate in a sports pool may be sold other than upon the prem- 
ises in which the sports pool is conducted. No individual chance to participate in 
a sports pool shall be sold for a consideration in excess of one dollar ($1) and the 
total amount to be paid to the winners of any individual sports pool shall not exceed 
the value of one hundred dollars ($100). The winner of any sports pool shall receive 
a one hundred percent (100%) payout of the value of the sports pool. 


Section 2. Transportation exempt from federal law. The transportation of sports 
pool cards is hereby declared exempt from the provisions of 15 U.S.C. 1172. 


Section 3. Gambling on a cash basis. (1) In every gambling game conducted 
pursuant to any gambling law of the state the consideration paid for the chance 
to play shall be strictly cash. Every participant must present the money with which 
he intends to play the gambling game at the time the game is played. No check, 
credit card, note, I.0.U. or other evidence of indebtedness shall be offered or 
accepted as part of the price of participating in a gambling game or as payment 
of a gambling debt. 


(2) No action based on a gambling debt is maintainable in a court of this state. 


Section 4. Minors may not participate. No person under the age of eighteen 
(18) years shall be permitted to participate in any game or games of chance held, 
operated or conducted pursuant to this act. 


Section 5. Cheating unlawful. It shall be unlawful to conduct or participate in 
a gambling game authorized by this act or any other gambling law in any manner 
which results in cheating, misrepresentation or other such disreputable tactics 
which distract from a fair and equal chance for all participants or which otherwise 
affects the outcome of the gambling game. 


Section 6. Peace officers to enforce act. It shall be the duty of all peace officers 
to enforce the provisions of this act and to arrest and complain against any person 
violating any provision of this act. It shall be the duty of the county attorney of 
the respective county to prosecute all violations of this act in the manner and form 
as is provided by law and it shall be a misdemeanor for any such person or persons 
to knowingly fail to perform his or her duty under this section. 


Section 7. Penalty for violation of act. Every person who willfully violates or 
who procures, aids or abets in the willful violation of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars ($1,000) or imprisonment in the county jail for 
not more than three (3) months, or both. 


Section 8. Prior law still in effect. To the extent that they are not specifically 
superseded by the provisions of this act or any other gambling law, the provisions 
of sections 94-8-401 through 94-8-431, R.C.M. 1947, remain effect. 


Section 9. Venue. Venue for all violations of this act is in the district court. 


Section 10. Severability. If any provision of this act or the application thereof 
to any person or circumstance is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other 
provisions or applications of the act which can be given effect without the invalid 
provision or application, and to this end the provisions of this act are declared to 
be severable.

We, your Free Joint Conference Committee on House Bill No. 703, beg leave 
to report as follows: 


That we met this day and considered House Bill No. 703, and the Free Joint 
Conference Committee recommends as follows:

February 12, 1974, to the title, line 4, and that the Senate recede from its remain- 
ing Committee of the Whole Amendments dated February 12, 1974, to the title, 
line 5, and the body of the bill, and the Free Joint Conference Committee recom- 
mends that the bill be amended as follows: 


Amend the title, line 5, following the word and punctuation “terms;” by striking 
the words “prescribing the duties and powers of the Department of Revenue with 
regard to this act” and inserting in lieu thereof the following words: “permitting 
local licensing and regulation; providing penalties and providing an effective date”, 
and 


Further amend following the enacting clause on page 1, line 9, by deleting the 
bill in its entirety, and inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. Short title. This act may be cited as the ‘Montana Card Games Act.’ 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act and unless the context otherwise 
requires, the following terms or phrases have the following meanings: 


(1) ‘Authorized card game’ means any card game permitted by this act. 


(2) ‘Card game’ means any game played with cards for which the prize is money 
or any item of value. / 


Section 3. Unauthorized card games prohibited. (1) It is unlawful for any 
person to conduct or participate in any card game or make any tables available 
for the playing of card games except those card games authorized by this act. 


(2) The card games authorized by this act are and are limited to the card games 
known as bridge, cribbage, hearts, panquinque, pinochle, pitch, rummy, whist, solo, 
and poker. 


Section 4. Prizes not to exceed one hundred dollars ($100). No prize for any 
individual game shall exceed the value of one hundred dollars ($100). Games shall 
not be combined in any manner so as to increase the value of the ultimate prize 
awarded. 


Section 5. Rules of play to be posted — rake-off approved. Rules governing the 
conduct of each game shall be prominently posted on the premises of any licensed 
establishment where such game is conducted. Such rules shall include notice of 
the maximum percentage rake-off if any, and shall require that the person taking 
the rake-off do so in an obvious manner and only after announcing the amount 
of each rake-off, which shall only be taken at the conclusion of each game when 
the winner of each individual pot has been determined. 


Section 6. Gambling on a cash basis. (1) In every gambling game conducted 
pursuant to any gambling law of the state the consideration paid for the chance 
to play shall be strictly cash. Every participant must present the money with which 
he intends to play the gambling game at the time the game is played. No check, 
credit card, note, 1.0.U. or other evidence of indebtedness shall be offered or 
accepted as part of the price of participating in a gambling game or as payment 
of a gambling debt. 


(2) No action based on a gambling debt is maintainable in a court of this state. 


Section 7. Local governing bodies may issue licenses. (1) Any city, town or 
county may issue licenses for the gambling games provided for in this act to be 
conducted on premises which have been licensed for the sale of liquor, beer, food, 
cigarettes or any other consumable products. Within the cities or towns, such 
licenses may be issued by the city or town council or commission. Licenses for 
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games conducted on premises outside the limits of any city or town may be issued 
by the county commissioners of the respective counties. When a license has been 
required by any city, town or county, no gambling game as provided for in this 
act shall be conducted on any premises which have been licensed for the sale of 
liquor, beer, food, cigarettes or any other consumable product without such license 
having first been obtained. 


(2) Any governing body may charge an annual license fee for each license so 
issued under this act, which license fee, if any, shall expire on June 30 of each 
year, and such fee shall be prorated. 


(3) Any license issued pursuant to this act shall be deemed to be a revocable 
privilege, and no holder thereof shall acquire any vested rights therein or there- 
under. 


Section 8. Governing body may establish regulations. The governing body 
authorized to issue gambling licenses pursuant to this act shall have the authority 
to establish by ordinance or resolution, regulations governing the qualifications for 
and the issuing, suspension and revocation of such gambling licenses. These regula- 
tions, in addition to any other requirements, shall provide that no license shall 
be issued to: 


1. A person who has been convicted of being the keeper or is keeping a house 
of ill fame. 


2. A person who has been convicted of pandering or other crime or misdemeanor 
opposed to decency and morality, under the laws of the federal government or any 
state of the United States. 


3. A person whose license issued under this act has been revoked for cause. 


4. A person who at the time of application for renewal of any license issued 
hereunder would not be eligible for such license upon a first application. 


5. A person who is not a citizen of the United States and who has not been 
a resident of the state of Montana for at least one (1) year immediately preceding 
the filing of the application for license. 


6. A person who is not the owner and operator of the business. Additional regu- 
lations may also be adopted for the purpose of the protection of the public health, 
welfare and safety of the citizens of the state of Montana and to assure compliance 
with the intent of this act. 


Section 9. Minors may not participate. No person under the age of eighteen 
(18) years shall be permitted to participate in any game or games of chance held, 
operated or conducted pursuant to this act. 


Section 10. Cheating unlawful. It shall be unlawful to conduct or participate 
in a gambling game authorized by this act or any other gambling law in any man- 
ner which results in cheating, misrepresentation or other such disreputable tactics 
which distract from a fair and equal chance for all participants or which otherwise 
affects the outcome of the gambling game. 


Section 11. Peace officers to enforce act. It shall be the duty of all peace officers 
to enforce the provisions of this act and to arrest and complain against any person 
violating any provision of this act. It shall be the duty of the county attorney of 
the respective county to prosecute all violations of this act in the manner and form 
as is provided by law and it shall be a misdemeanor for any such person or persons 
to knowingly fail to perform his or her duty under this section. 


Section 12. Penalty for violation of act. Every person who willfully violates or 
who procures, aids or abets in the willful violation of this act or any ordinance,

Section 13. Venue. Venue for all cases involving violations of this act is in the 
district court. 
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Section 14. Prior laws still in effect. To the extent that they are not specifically 
superseded by provisions of this act or any other gambling law, the provisions of 
sections 94-8-401 through 94-8-431, R.C.M. 1947, remain in effect. 


Section 15. Severability. If any provision of this act or the application thereof 
to any person or circumstance is held invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other 
provisions or applications of the act which can be given effect without the invalid 
provision er application, and to this end the provisions of this act are declared to 
be severable. 


Section 16. Effective date. This act is effective on its passage and approval.”,

We, your Free Joint Conference Committee on House Bill No. 705, beg leave 
to report as follows: 


That we met this day and considered House Bill No. 705. and the Free Joint 
Conference Committee recommends as follows: 


That the Senate recede from its Committee of the Whole Amendments dated 
February 12, 1974, to House Bill No. 705, and the Free Joint Conference Committee 
recommends the bill be amended as follows: 


Amend the title, line 6, following the word “raffles” by inserting the following 
punctuation and words: “; defining terms; permitting local licensing and regulation: 
providing penalties; and providing an effective date”; 


And further amend following the enacting clause on line 8 by deleting the bill 
in its entirety and inserting in lreu thereof the following new material: 


“Section 1. Short title. This act shall be known and may be cited and 
referred to as the ‘Bingo and Raffles Law.’ 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, the following terms or phrases shall have the following meanings: 


(1) ‘Game of chance’ means that specific kind of game of chance commonly 
known as: 


(a) ‘bingo’ in which prizes are awarded on the basis of designated numbers or 
symbols on a card which conform to numbers or symbols selected at random; and 
such prizes must be in tangible personal property only and not in money, cash, 
stocks, bonds, evidences of indebtedness, or other intangible personal property and 
must not exceed the value of one hundred dollars ($100) for each individual bingo 
award. The price for an individual bingo card shall not exceed fifty cents ($.50). 
It shall be unlawful to, in any manner, combine any awards so as to increase the 
ultimate value of such award; 


(b) ‘raffles,’ which are conducted by drawing for prizes. Prizes must be in tan- 
gible personal property only and not in money, cash, stocks, bonds, evidences of 
indebtedness, or other intangible personal property and must not exceed the value 
of one thousand dollars ($1,000) for each individual raffle card. It shall be unlawful 
to, In any manner, combine any awards so as to increase the ultimate value of 
such award. 


(2) ‘Equipment’ means: 


(a) with respect to bingo, the receptacle and numbered objects drawn from it, 
the master board upon which such objects are placed as drawn, the cards or sheets 
bearing numbers or other designations to be covered and the objects used to cover 
them, the boards or signs, however operated, used to announce or display the 
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numbers or designations as they are drawn, public address system, and all other 
articles essential to the operation, conduct and playing of bingo; or 


(b) with respect to raffles, the implements, devices and machines designed, 
intended or used for the conduct of raffles and the identification of the winning 
number or unit and the ticket or other evidence of right to participate in raffles. 


Section 3. Restrictions on bingo and raffles. In the playing of bingo, no person 
who is not physically present on the premises where the game is actually conducted 
shall be allowed to participate as a player in the game. Raffles authorized by this 
act shall be restricted to events and participants within the geographic confines 
of the state of Montana. 


Section 4. No raffle drawing before thirty (30) days or after ninety (90) days. 
No raffle drawing may be held nor winner determined unless the chances to par- 
ticipate have been offered for sale for at least thirty (30) days prior to the drawing. 
The drawing shall take place no later than ninety (90) days after the first offering 
for sale of chances to participate. 


Section 5. Local governing bodies may issue licenses. (1) Any city, town or 
county may issue licenses for the gambling games provided for in this act to be 
conducted on premises which have been licensed for the sale of liquor, beer, food, 
cigarettes or any other consumable products. Within the cities or towns, such 
licenses may be issued by the city or town council or commission. Licenses for 
games conducted on premises outside the limits of any city or town may be issued 
by the county commissioners of the respective counties. When a license has been 
required by any city, town or county, no gambling game as provided for in this 
act shall be conducted on any premises which have been licensed for the sale of 
liquor, beer, food, cigarettes or any other consumable product without such license 
having first been obtained. 


(2) Any governing body may charge an annual license fee for each license so 
issued under this act, which license fee, if any, shall expire on June 30 of each 
year, and such fee shall be prorated. 


(3) Any license issued pursuant to this act shall be deemed to be a revocable 
privilege, and no holder thereof shall acquire any vested rights therein or there- 
under. 


Section 6. Governing body may establish regulations. The governing body 
authorized to issue gambling licenses pursuant to this act shall have the authority 
to establish by ordinance or resolution regulations governing the qualifications for 
and the issuing, suspension and revocation of such gambling licenses. These regula- 
tions, in addition to any other requirements, shall provide that no license shall 
be issued to: 


1. A person who has been convicted of being the keeper or is keeping a house 
of ill fame. 


2. A person who has been convicted of pandering or other crime or misdemeanor 
opposed to decency and morality, under the laws of the federal government or any 
state of the United States. 


3. A person whose license issued under this act has been revoked for cause. 


4. A person who at the time of application for renewal of any license issued 
hereunder would not be eligible for such license upon a first application. 


5. A person who is not a citizen of the United States and who has not been 
a resident of the state of Montana for at least one (1) year immediately preceding 
the filing of the application for license. 


6. A person who is not the owner and operator of the business. Additional regu- 
lations may also be adopted for the purpose of the protection of the public health, 
welfare and safety of the citizens of the state of Montana and to assure compliance 
with the intent of this act. 


Section 7. Minors not to participate. No person under the age of eighteen (18) 
years shall be permitted to participate in any game or games of chance held, oper- 
ated or conducted pursuant to this act. 
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Section 8. Peace officers to enforce act. It shall be the duty of all peace officers 
to enforce the provisions of this act and to arrest and complain against any person 
violating any provision of this act. It shall be the duty of the county attorney of 
the respective county to prosecute all violations of this act in the manner and form 
as is provided by law and it shall be a misdemeanor for any such person or persons 
to knowingly fail to perform his or her duty under this section. 


Section 9. Penalty for violation of act. Every person who willfully violates or 
who procures, aids or abets in the willful violation of this act or any ordinance, 
resolution or regulation adopted pursuant thereto shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars ($1,000) or imprisonment in the county jail for not more than 
three (3) months, or both. 


Section 10. Gambling on acash basis. (1) In every gambling game conducted 
pursuant to any gambling law of the state the consideration paid for the chance 
to play shall be strictly cash. Every participant must present the money with which 
he intends to play the gambling game at the time the game is played. No check, 
credit card, note, I.0.U. or other evidence of indebtedness shall be offered or 
accepted as part of the price of participation in a gambling game or as payment 
of a gambling debt. 


(2) No action based on a gambling debt is maintainable in a court of this state. 


Section 11. Cheating unlawful. It shall be unlawful to conduct or participate 
in a gambling game authorized by this act or any other gambling law in any man- 
ner which results in cheating, misrepresentation or other such disreputable tactics 
which distract from a fair and equal chance for all participants or which otherwise 
affects the outcome of the gambling game. 


Section 12. Bingo and raffles exempt from prior law. Bingo and raffles as in 
this act authorized are exempt from the provisions of sections 94-8-301 through 
94-8-311, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 13. Severability. It is the intent of the legislature that if a part of this 
act is invalid, all valid parts severable from the invalid parts remain in effect. 
If a part of this act is invalid in one or more of its applications, the part remains 
in effect in all valid applications that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 14. Effective date. This act is effective on its passage and approval.”;
